Judge White's charge to the jury, 
which he delivered ' yesterday morn- 
ing, is regarded as having had much 
influence on the jurors who voted for 
acquittal.

Fed 17.000 Children During Famine 
at Alexandropol 

Major Milton D. Brown, who is to 
speak at the First Congregational 
Church next Sunday morning, at 
10:.>0, has a remarkable record of 
overseas service in four countries. He 
served In the French Ambulance 
Corps during the World War, was 
Acting Commissioner of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross in Roumania in 1010 
and 1020, and then entered Near East 
Relief service in Turkey and Russian 
Armenia. He went through the Tur- 
kish siefre of Kars, and later saw the 
Bolshevist revolution in the Trans- 
caucasit n Republics. It was Mr. 
Brown who. as director of the Poly- 
iron orphanges, carried 17.000 chil- 
dren through a famine at Alexandro- 
pol. keeping them on half rations un- 
til the relief train fiinally got 
through. 

i Mr. Brown came back to the United 
States last fall, and until he returns 
to the Near East is pivinir. voluntary 
service in behalf of the emergency re- 
lief fund for the Christian refugees 
from Asia Minor and for the support 
of American .War East orphanages 
maintained in safety zones. 

Mr. Brown recently received a per- 
sonal letter of thanks from the Queen 
of Roumania, recalling his important 
relief work in the western part of 
that country, for which he had already 
been awarded the Queen's War Cross. 
He is one of four returned Massa- 
i ehusetts workers who will receive the 
] Near East Relief Medal for service, 
j in the Council Chamber at the State 
| House, on Monday noon, April 9.

LADIES WESTERN MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY 

Th ise who were fortunate enough 
t<> attend the meeting wf the Western 
Missionary Society last week Thurs- 
day listened to a most interesting ad- 
dress by Mrs, Florence Frazier the 
principal of Cotton Valley School, 
Fort Davis, Alabama. Mrs. Frazier 
is a graduate of Atlanta University, 
Atlanta Georgia, and she went to Cot- 
ton Valley to take charge of the 
school about a year and a half ago. 
Cotton Valley is eight or more miles 
from everywhere, Tuskogee being 12 
mill's in one direction, and Union 
Point 12 milts in the opposite direc- 
tion, while Fort Davis, the post office 
ami mailing station i.-. eight miles in 

anol her. 

The soil is cold and poor so that 
nearly all the white people have 
moved away from the vicinity leaving 
tin' colored people to work the farms, 
coming there a few times a year to 
oversee what has been done". The 
daily wage is fifty cents, so that the 
people are very poor. T J i i - school has 
eight grades, and there the 20K chil- 
dren enrolled and there are 12 other 
little ones that have not been enrolled 
because that means tuition, and they 
cannot afford to pay it. so the full 
number is really 220. These children 
come from long distances, so bring 
their dinners. At first this was 
brought in a tin pail, and consisted 
of corn bread and molasses, for all 
the children had for breakfast was 
corn bread and molasses, their dinner 
was corn bread and molasses, and 
supper was again corn bread and mo- 
lasses. When Mrs. Frazier first went 
to Cotton Valley she wondered if the 
children were tubercular or had hook- 
worm, they looked so. It didn't take 
her long to rind they were simply hun- 
gry. Children were often sick or 
faint in the morning, and she found 
they had come to school without any 
breakfast, or had brought it along 
in the tin pail (bread and molasses) 
to eat for dinner. This was soon 
changed by having something for 
them to eat, and now regularly at 
10:30 they are given something hot. 

She had the girls and boys each 
have a project garden, and the girls 
land being very poor, she had them 
raise chickens. Each family raises 
its own peas, corn and potatoes, so 
there would be no sale for such pro- 
ducts. Mrs. Frazier found that all 
the milk raised was being sent to 
Tuskogee or Union Point, but now 
through meetings of mothers and 
fathers, too, for that matter, she has 
gotten them to use milk for their chil- 
dren, make butter with it, make jel- 
lies and jams, and in general helped 
them to furnish more nourishing food 
for their families. 

By teaching the girls and boys bet- 
ter living conditions in the school, 
she has brought the homes to better 
living conditions. Most of the homes 
are shacks of one or two rooms with 
possibly a lean-to on the back, the 
windows darkened with shutters be- 
cause often there is no glass. Prac- 
tically nothing in the homes to inspire 
one to care what happened or was 
done. But now much of this is 
changed by the community work that 
has b°en vigorously carried on by 
Mrs. Frazier and her four teachers, 
who have given their money as well 
as themselves to do what has been 
accomplished. The need now is to 
add several grades to the school that 
the children may be kept in school a 
few years longer, there is nothing 
for them to do when they leave the 
eighth grade. 

Mrs. Frazier made a stirring ap- 
neal for I afayette Harris, a splendid 
hard-Working boy whom they had 
sent up to Clark University at Atlan- 
ta, Ga. He is a big 17-year-old boy, 
ready to do anything he can for him- 
self, and of whom the head of the 
university sent hack word to Mrs. 
Frazier, "If you have any more La* 
favette Harrises, send them along." 
When Mrs. Frazier was coming north 
her people sent this message, "We 
haven't words to tell our friends in 
the North hew grateful we are to 
'.hem for all they have done." 

The ladies of the society were espe- 
cially interested in learning first hand 
:ibout this school, because they have 
iust sent a full barrel down there in 
response to an appeal for supplies. 
The work Thursday was the usual 
sewing on aprons and comforters. The 
luncheon was in charge of Mrs. Geo. 
Saltniarsh and Mrs. Chandler. It is 
hoped that all the members will re- 
member to fill their anniversary bags 
(mite boxes in other words) and 
brimr them in at the next meeting in 
May. 



It, was my privilege to spend last 
Friday evening at the "Home" on 
Kendall street, when the family gath- 
ered in the living room to enjoy a very 
pleasing entertainment given by mem- 
bers of the "Music Club" under the 
efficient leadership of Mrs. Katherine 
Myott. We listened, first, to a piano 
solo. "Butterfly", rendered by Miss 
Betty Sweetser. 

Following was a dance by Miss 
Margaret Harrington, with Victrola 
accompaniment. "Parade of Wooden 
Soldiers '. Miss Ruth Hollins favored 
us with a piano solo, entitled. "To the 
Wild Rose." 

We were surprised indeed, when 
Master Curtis Wormelle went to the 
piano and beiran playing the "Wedding 
March". 

A little commotion in the hall, then 
in walked a "bridal party", consisting 
of Miss Elizabeth Dumper "The Par- 
son", Miss Virgina Hart, the Groom", 
Miss Eleanor Boyd, the "Bride", ac- 
companied by two trainbearers, the 
Misses Sweetser and Hollins. We 
scarcely recognized the "Parson" and 
"Groom" in their masculine costumes. 

The "Parson" gave many sarcastic- 
words of advise and warning, such as, 
"Needles and pins, needles and pins, 
when you get married, your 1 trouble 
begins " 

As the mirth subsided, Miss Boyd 
rendered "Sunset" oil the piano, fol- 
lowed by a dance by Miss Wormelle. 
A piano solo, by Miss Dumper, enti- 
tled "Flower-Land", then the jazz 
dance by Miss Harrington, victrola ac- 
companiment Miss Sweetser then 
favored us with a poem, entitled. 
"Grannie" very sweet in sentiment 
and well read. Miss Wormelle ren- 
dered "In a Gondola" on the piano, 
followed by a dance by the Misses 
Harrington and Kidder.' The "Rev- 
erie", piano solo was given by Miss 
Mart. 

The refreshments, delicious cake and 
ice cream were enjoyed by all. as we 
chatted with the Sisters and Brother 
in the Home. 

Let us not forget the Egyptian 
dance, very acceptably given by Miss 
Sweetser. Our dear Mrs. Brazer then 
played several piano accompaniments 
to the Victrola records. "Somewhere 
a voice is calling" and others which 
were so much appreciated. 

After singing, Patriotic songs and 
discussing the pretty fairy-like 
dresses of some of the artists we 
separated, declaring the evening to be 
a No. 1. in every respect, bringing 
great credit to the young ladies and 
Mrs. Myott. at th:> same time, carrv- 
ing the joy of young life into the 
"Home". 

A Friend 



WAGE INCREASES AND THEIR 
EFFECT 



Wage increases in industry are at- 
tractive from many angles. Frequent- 
ly they are the logical result of im- 
provements in productive methods; 
sometimes they compensate for in- 
creased value of service rendered and 
often they are the unavoidable conse- 
quence of economic necessity. 

The somewhat common assumption, 
however, that cemra! increases of 
wages brinn business prosperity by 
reason of the greater buying power 
thus created in the community, is 
merely a pleasing illusion. 

If it were true, declining industrial 
activity could always be stimulated 
and prosperity recreated by the oka- 
ple and alluring process of increasing 
the incomes not alone of wage earn- 
ers but of every class of people who 
spend money. 

The recently announced advance of 
20 per cent in the wages of common 
labor employed by the United States 
Steel Corporation is estimated to re- 
quire an addition t • the payroll of 
from forty to fifty million dollars. 
But from what source is this vast 
sum to be obtained? Obviously, it 
must be contributed by the users of 
the steel who will he required to pay 
a corresponding price in advance of 
that which otherwise would be neces- 
sary. 

If, then, t'ne purchasing power of the 
workers in the steel mills is increased 
fifty million d. liars per yiar it must 
be equally apparent that the buying 
capacity of the steel users will be de- 
creased by a similar amount with the 
result that there will he no net gain 
to the country as a whole from the 
transaction. 

Temporarily, tin steel workers gain 
what the steel users lose. but. as the 
process of wage inflation becomes 
general in its application, each class 
of workers must more and more con- 
tribute to every other group whose 
product it consumes, with the inevit- 
able consequence that on the average, 
the increase of wares will be absorbed 
by the rising cost of living, which 
necessarily' must follow. 

The only effective cure for the high 
cost of living is a reduced cost of 
production and of distribution. The 
genera! raising of wages to meet a 
rising cost of living is as futile and 
unscientific a remedy as would be the 
feeding of fuel to a fire for the pur- 
pose of extinguishing the conflagra- 
tion. _

Whether a Nicaraguan Canal will 
be built is a question which only the 
future can answer; but it has been so 
continuously discused and its possible 
site so thoroughly surveyed that the 
term "Nicaraguan Canal route is 
easily described. This route, in which 
interest has been reawakened by the 
recent signing of a protocol between 
N the United States and Costa Rica, re- 
lating to the proposed canal, is the 
subject of the following bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C, headquarters 
of the Nationl Geographic Society: 
The Panama Canal, if one leaves its 
locks and small artificial lake out of 
consideration, may be considered the 
American Suez; for it is relatively- 
short and direct, says the buletin. 
The Nicaragua route — again ignor- 
ing locks— must be compared with the 
Turkish straits; it is relatively long, 
and has in its course a great natural 
inland sea from which narrow ship- 
ways are projected. 

Utilizing One Of "Great Lakes" 
A Nicaraguan canal would be less a 
man-made affair than the Panama 
Canal, where at every turn nature -had 
to be thwarted and subdued by en- 
gineers. There ships now move every 
foot of the interdcean way through 
great ditches that were dug, locks that 
were built, or a lake that was created 
by men. The Chargres river was 
turned aside to make a lake and even 
its bed was discarded. If a Nicara- 
guan canaj were built according to 
existing plans, it would entail much 
excavation and lock building, but work 
that nature has already done would 
be utilized to a marked degree.

From the Atlantic end a canal 
would have to be excavated, largely 
through lowlands, for some 50 miles, 
for the lower reaches of the San Juan 
river are clogged with sand brought 
down from the uplands of Costa Rica. 
Locks would then raiae the waterway 
to the 106-foot level of the lake. Ships 
would be transferred into the San 
Juan river, dammed at this point, and 
would move up its slack water for ap- 
proximately 45 miles to Lake Nicara- 
gua. This' lake is a really large body 
of water — one of America's "Great 
Ukes"— though far from its peers. 
It is 100 miles long and 45 wide at the 
broadest points, and is the most exten- 
sive body of fresh water in North 
America south of Lake Michigan. For 
70 miles ships would use the waters 
of Lake Nicaragua. Then would 
come the descent to the Pacific through 
a canal and locks covering the dozen 
miles or more of narrow isthmus that 
divides the lake from the ocean. 
Pacific Part Easy 
The river and lake portion of the 
route above the dam, however, would 
not all be in readiness for use without 
the expenditure of labor. Of the 45 
miles of river, 28 would require im- 
provement, while a channel would have 
to be dredged through a score of miles 
of the lake near the river outlet where 
silt has accummulated.

present relatively few difficulties. The 
narrow divide at the point crossed oy 
the canal route rises only 44 feet 
above the lake level. Altogether the 
canal route, from deep water to de>p 
water, would be about 180 miles long. 
The passage of ships would require 
more than 24 hours as against 12 or 
less at Panama. Such a canal could 
be reached, on the other hand, more 
quickly from ports of the United 
States. 

One other contrast exists between 
the Panama Canal and the Nieraguan 
route. The former traverses a coun- 
try of relatively limited potentian 
wealth. A canal through Nicaragua 
would doubtless be a strong factor in 
the development of that country, op- 
ening up its vast forest of both hard 
and soft woods and tapping its coffee 
and cocoa plantations and its mines. 
Lake Nicaragua is already an impor- 
tant inland waterway, and near its 
banks are some of the chief cities of 
the republic.

Glasgow is inland, yet it dominates 
the world's ship-building industry and 
has turned out more of the great ships 
that daily carry the pleasure-seekers 
and business men. the mails and 
freights, and the grim steel engines 
of war than any salt-water rival, 
savs the bulletin. And in spite of its 
off-the-sea location on a stream 
across which, a century ago, a child 
could wade, the tonnage of ships that 
now berth at its quays and docks is 
two-thirds that of New Yorp. 

Incidentally. Glasgow, though its 
name mav not be quite as familiar as 
other British towns, is surpassed in 
size in Great Britain only by London; 
and with its more than a million in- 
habitants, it is barely outranked by 
onlv two other cities in the far-flung 
British Empire— Calcutta and Bom- 
bay. It is in easy reach of becoming 
the second city under the British flag. 

How Glasgow, relatively a small

STATE PARKS. AND WHY 

What is a state park? 
Announcement that the third an- 
nual conference of State Parks will 
be held at Turkey Run State Park. 
Indiana. May 7. 8 and 9 gives rise 
to the question. 

You will search most reference 
books in vain for any information 
about state parks, an important fact- 
that every thinking American citizen 
should know, says a bulletin from the. 
National Geographic Society, though 
there you will find ample mention of 
national parks and city parks. 
Five-Foot Shelves 
State parks are pocket editions of 
our great National Park system. 

They are the stop-over places of 
the motorist. 

They perch on barren peaks and 
preserve tree-bowered lovers" lanes 
besides runninir brooks. 

They take in such shrines as Lin- 
coln's birthplace and James Whit- 
comb Riley's ''old swimmin' hole." 

They perpetuate far older history 
than that to be found in history text- 
books. Starved Rock Park. Illinois, 
commemorates the time when Ameri- 
ca's inland was a sea; when the cos- 
mic happenings of millions of years 
ago deposited the shells and precipi- 
tated the lime which formed the mag- 
nesium limestone layer of this region. 
Prairie Land to Fairyland 
Iowa invited its citizens to an hour's 
auto ride from prairie land to fairy- 
land. 

In Wisconsin you can rent an is- 
land for ten dollars a year. 

State parks- save the open play 
spaces amid dense populations of tho 
Fast and thev keep out encroaching 
farm lands of the Middle West. 

Rip Van Winkle sought surcease in 
skittles from a shrewish spouse, but 
the city man today, harried by a 
hundred worries, can take wife and 
children for a 48-hours' rest t» tht.- 
hills where Rip retreated.

Our own parks bear evidence of 
our new governmental idea. Origi- 
nally a park, says Noah Webster, was 
an inclosed piece of ground stockect 
with beasts of the chase, held by pro- 
scription or the kiiiii's grant. 

Today a park might be defined as 
an uninr-losed piece of ground stocked 
with beasts, not to be chased, ur 
killed, held by prescription of thu peo- 
ple for their own use. 

Man) New Editions 
Nobody knows exactly how many 
Rtate parks there are in lifJ.'i. Two 
years ago a survey by the National 
Park Service showed that 2»! states 
had state narks. The movement has 
taken such a hold within the last 
few years that the park areas withm 
those states has expanded materially 
and other states have embarked upon 
park programs. 

Niagara Falls is nationally known 
as scenery, and also as a controversy, 
but, in the history of the park move- 
ment. Niagara is a precedent. It 
was the first public reservation in the 
United States asquired by condemna- 
tion and purchased with public money 
for the sole purpose of preserving 
natural scenery; a proceeding which 
was thereby accounted a legal use of 
public funds. 

Hartford, Conn, has a park which is 
an early example of the best sort of 
civic publicity and also established a 
park precedent. Search your memory 
and see whether you have not forgot- 
ten most of the statistics and slogans 
which greet you upon huge signboards 
placed along the railway tracks by 
trade bodies of many enterprising 
cities. But nobody who has entered 
Hartford by train, in daylight, is like- 
ly to forget the sylvan beauty of 
Bushnell Park, which adjoins the sta- 
tion with the tree-shaded Connecticut 
Capitol building set on its central hill. 

Horace Bushnell worked for five 
years to persuade his n.-ighbors V> 
tax themselves to buy this tract. Thus 
Bushnell Park Is a monument mark- 
ing the first time in history when the 
people bought a tract with their own 
money to be used as a public park. 
A Reversal of Purpose 
Exactly opposite to the days when 
feudal barons used a park to keep 
the public out is the era when the 
essential element of a park is that 
King Auto and Sovereign Pedestrian 
must have easy access. Colorado pro- 
laims that she has a motorists' 
camp in every town of a thousand or 
more people. Iowa avers that she has 
more camp sites per capita than any 
other state. 

New York, with 40 reservations, 
comprising nearly 2,000,000 acres, 
heads the list of states in the extent 
of her park system. Ten million peo- 
ple, it is estimated, can reach the 
Palisades Interstate Park in a two- 
hour ride by auto or boat. 

Nowhere are parks longer regarded 
as luxuries; but in New York state 
they are an additional necessity be- 
cause they protect the vitally impor- 
tant watersheds in the north of the 
state. Upon this protection depends 
the great industrial enterprises which 
use hydro-electric power. 

Turkey Run State Park, Indians, 
where the coming conference will be 
held, is a last stand of the primeval 
forest which once covered practically 
all the Hoosier State. It is especially 
rich in the yellow poplar or tulip tree 
of Indiana, the sycamore and the 
black walnut. It has a modern hotel, 
electrically equipped, modern plumb- 
ing and a steam heating system. Thus 
the park has been made available 
for use the year round.

Tbt remains now 
standing of the structure built in the 
fourth century B. have braved 

many a cataclysm. The temple re- 
mained p«gan. No Christian church 
was built on its foundations, as in the 
case of most Greek temples.

D. SMILEY

Feb. 27, 1923 
Ahmednagar, India 

Dear Friends: 

Chapter II has been a long time 
coming so I will bring you up to date 
in this letter. I was in camp when I 
last wrote. Those days went very 
quickly, they were so full of interest- 
ing times. If only you could see a 
village, you would understand the ap- 
peal India makes. They need Christ 
to clean the souls of the people, educa- 
tion to clean the bodies and homes. 
How tin- people did love the lantern 
slides on the life of Christ! The pic- 
tan of Jesus as a boy won great ap- 
proval. The louder the grunts, the 

greater the approval! One night 
when they bad seen a large number of 
pictures, and we were about to stop, 
an old man arose and said, "See here, 
we haven'1 seen enough. We have 
walked a long way from our village 
and r 1 1 , \v we want to stay. Show u& 
some more!" More they had even 

though it Was eleven o'clock. 1 was 
■orry when we had to break camp and 
leave those friendly people. They are 

hungry Tor everything. Whnt was 

the result of that week's visit ? The 
children have a school. Miss Picken 
promised a teacher if they would pro- 
vide a building and they did, And 
who can tell what may come from that 
simple story .T Christ now in the 
minds of those villagers! 

We came to Ahmennagar in a Foi I. 
the distance was 150 miles. Many 
were the sights we saw coming! At 
one place, we mot the pel elephant pf 
the Maharajah of Dhor. Said ele- 
phant was much painted up, had a 
driver and stood right in the middle 
of the road. We did much turning 
out to avoid his rear logs which would 
be too much even for the Ford, As 
we drove along many herds of deer 
crossed our path and one stray wolf, 
We broke our journey in Poona where 
we bad tea at the missionary home. 
Si\- o'clock found us in Nagar (short | 
for Ahmednagar) where we wen; di- 
rectly to n home I love, the' home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Burr. It was great fun 
meeting all the missionaries again. 
They had come in for the yearly Gen- 
eral Council meetings. We enjoj 
those meetings for we discuss all the 
problems of the various stations. 
Some prominent Indiana meet with 
us. Feeling often registers a high 
point in regard to the work or trying 

to put one missionary la fivs place.-,, 

each station thinking its need the 
keenest. However, the meeting over, 
difficulties are forgotten in tennis and 
volley-ball. So many missionaries 
have left Nagar, 1 was located here 
again for a year. or two. Some day, 
I look forward to being in Satare 
among the lovely highcaste women 
and girls there. They are ready for 
up-to-date things there.

It must be obvious that we cannot 
distribute a greater sum in the form 
of individual incomes that is produced 
by the combined efforts of the coun- 
try's population. Vet it has been re- 
peatedly stated without challenge that 
the worker must be assured of an in- 
come which will secure for him and 
his family a reasonably comfortable 
existence, regardless of the earnings 
of industry. 

The present total national income 
as determined by unbiased and dis- 
interested research bodies is entirely 
insufficient to permit any such aver- 
age payment as that claimed. From 
what source then is the balance to be 
obtained ?

1, Increased production through 
added service contributed by the in- 
dividual in the nature of more inten- 
sive effort or of longer hours of work.

3. Improvement in methods of or- 
ganization and management which 
will simplify industrial operations and 
thereby promote greater efficiency of 
production.

The Jain caves are very similar to 
the Hindu but not so interesting. We 
were weary, our pilgrimage over, so 
we hired a bullock cart and jogged up 
hill.

At that time 
the gasoline stove was in gen- 
eral use, so that the gas stove 
made little headway until 1900, 
when the quality of gasoline he- 
came so poor that people eager- 
ly turned to the more efficient 
fuel. Thereafter the gas stove 
grew rapidly in favor. 

Today there are some 7,000, 
000 gas cooking appliances in 
use, and nearly three million 
gas water and room heaters, 
while more than half of the 326 
billion cubic feet of gas con- 
sumed in the I'nited States in 
1921 was used for cooking and 
heating.

I told you I had charge of the Mara- 
thi school of 300 children in our bi K 
girls' school, teach the Domestic 
Science in the high-school, have' charge 
of the athletics and keep this bunga- 
low going. Another task has just 
been given to me, the supervision of 
the three Hindu day-schools. I wish 
you could see these little high-caste 
wirls. Each wears a little round, red 
mark in the middle of her forehead, 
her hair is parted in the middle and 
combed back tight with hair oil, her 
jacket (choli) will hardly pull to- 
gether in front and her skirt is tied 
tightly around her body and trails 
the dust. A calling woman collects 
these children every day, and if the 
girls are not at home when she calls 
sh*e has to find them. Quite a ta^k! 
Once in school, they sit on the floor 
and study out loud according to the 
custom of the country.

is feeling pour and has gone up tin the 
! rt nt. Nothing to do hut to pay it but 
I ho has to make some repairs as a re- 
i suit. That was not very pleasing to 
him. However, he makes deep sala- 
ams whenever I appear. Another day 
school is owned by a wealthy Hindu 
in a different part of the city. This 
building is quite elaborate, has an up- 
per story. That is our school. The 
outside of our school is painted blue, 
while the inside is white plaster and 
boasts of carved pillars. Shops are 
underneath us, so we do not lack foi 
noise. The children here come from 
the weaver caste, a very good caste. 
When we visit their homes we see the 
weaving of saris (women's clothes I 
going on in front of the houses. A 
member of the family has to sit up 
nights to watch his looms or they 
would he missing by morning. 

The third school I will describe next 
time. Thjs is the beggar caste school 
and if you ever wish to see humanity 
in its crudest form, it i- here.

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HOW ENGLISH BAILWAL TRAINS 
ARE DIFFERENT 



When Sir Auckland Geddes, British 
Ambassador to the United States, in a 
recent after-dinner speech before the 
Pilgrims Society in London, urged 
Britishers to travel more extensively 
in America, he pointed out that 
Americans have traveled in England 
for >(.'ars. Despite the frequency of 
travel in the British Inles, Americans 
still find that our English cousins do 
many things which strike us as quaint 
or peculiar, according to a communi- 
cation to the National Geographic So- 
ciety by Ralph A. Graves. 

If for example, the American is 
traveling first class (corresponding 
t.r> our Pullmans and our chair cars) 
he finds that each compartment, as a 
rule, accommodates six travelers — 
three on each side, with arms allot- 
ting the proper space for each travel- 
er. The third class compartments ac- 
commodate eight persons, and in the 
majority of cases on the trunk lines 
all the spaces are taken. There is 
seldom difficulty in obtaining a first- 
class seat, and this is the chief advan- 
tage, for which from .'50 to 41) per cent 
higher far" is paid.

And the 
standard tip, given to the head attend- 
ant is six pense (something less than 
12 cents nowadays). 

After the meal the traveler may re- 
main seated in the diner indefinitely; 
the car becomes a sort of club smoker, 
women as well as men enjoying their 
cigarettes. Or if desired, the traveler 
may have the table cleared for writ- 
ing.

trict shall be made of or covered on 
all exterior surfaces with incombusti- 
ble material."

The Massachusetts League of Wom- 
en Voters has recently launched a 
monthly "Bulletin", sent to each mem- 
ber of all the local branches. It is an 
attractive, business-like paper and 
brings favorable comment. Miss 
Blackwell writes, 

"It i9 a cause for congratulation 
that the Massachusetts league of 
Women Voters is now to have its own 
Bulletin. The leagues in many other 
states have established their own offi- 
cial organs, antl they have found such 
a paper invaluable in keeping the dif- 
ferent local leagues in touch with one 
another and with Headquarters. 
Henceforth each league will know 
what (he oth< rs are doing, and a goof 
idea started by any one of them can 
at once be passed all along the line." 

A quotation from the League presi- 
dents' message in the first issue win 
i be of intere-t to citizens at large, ex- 
pressing, as it does, the practical aim 
of the League of Women Voters and 
its ultimate ideal. Mrs. Botch says in 
part: — 

"It is perhaps difficult for us here 
in Massachusetts to realize that we 
are part « f a great national organiza- 
tion that stretches from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic, a gn at band of women 
all with one common aim, though us- 
^ ing every variety of method to reach 
S-wjthe attainment of that aim. We are 
all working to educate the twenty 
millions of new voters who were en- 
franchised by the Suffrage Amend- 
ment. We are all of us convinced 
thai the onlv hope of a democracy lies 

in an intelligent citizenship We all 
Of us believe that, in order to be in- 
telligent citizens, women need to have 
standards of judgment— standards by 
which to measure the political parties, 
to measure candidates, to measure 
legislation, to measure policies, am) 
last, standards by which to judge 
whether or not we are having success- 
ful administration of our our hational, 
s'ate and local governments. How 
tun women know whether they are 
getting the right kind of government? 
If we have no knowledge of what we 
have a right to expect, we can form 
idgment of what we 
have. Therefor.-, all over the United 
States in groups, some large, some 
our League women are trying 
rn to recognize wherein their 
state and national governments 
1 and wherein they fail, 
iv two million women with a 
dm— and that aim—better 
, standards of citizenship! No wonder 
I ttur program seem- broad. At times 
I it seems to include almost, every sub- 
ject under the sun, government effi- 
ciency, child welfare, social hygiene, 
uniform laws, living costs, women in 
industry, international co-operation 
and so "on. All these questions conn- 
to the citizen of today in some form, 
at some time. We cannot be satisfied 
to help perfect our machinery of gov- 
ernment unless, at the same time, we 
help build the standards of the de- 
mocracy we hope to see created by 
that machinery. An efficient, soulless 
machine is not our goal. We want 
efficiency, but we want it in order to 
built a finer, higher form of civiliza- 
tion." 

In these times of many disquieting 
conditions it is heartening to realize 
thai throughout our land thousands 
of w< men are bending careful and 
clear-headed attention toward a wise, 
constructive use of their new respon- 
sibilities. They should be a vast 
power for good in days to come.

The Horn Pond Ice Company gave 
a dinner to their employees last even- 
ing at Wobum. About 50 sat down. 
The guest of the occasion was Mr. 
George H. Voter, the secretary of the 
Massachusetts Ice Dealers' Associa- 
tion, who presented the ice conditions 
as they exist this season. 

Mr. H. Denton White, the treasurer 
of the corporation, presided. His 
speech was interposed with witty- 
stories that kept his audience in good 
humor. Speaking of the Horn Pond 
Ice Co. he pointed out that in the 11 
years since the birth thereof, they 
iiad with the assistance of their em- 
ployees, built up a reputation for fair 
dealing, honesty and service that was 
second to none in any line. 

Speaking of the housewife he said: 
"I doubt if many men go to their 
place of business with as much on 
their mind as she. Can you wonder 
if once in a while she forgets to put 
her card in the window? If she does, 
we owe it to her to see that she gets 
the ice she needs as soon after she 
calls our office up. That is service. 
But if we do it with pleasure, it, is 
100 per cent service.

"Every business is composed of 
given parts," according to his state- 
ment: Those of the company consist- 
ing of capital, ice, integrity, service.

INTER - CHURCH COMMUNITY 
FORUM, SUNDAY EVENING, 
UNITARIAN CHURCH AT 7 

Rev. James E. Shepard. 1). 1)., of 
North Carolina. Speaker — "The 
Race Problem in the South" 

Dr. Shepard is helping the colored 
race solve its problems. He is presi- 
dent of the Teachers' Association of 
North Carolina, which at present, is 
the largest and most influential or- 
ganization of colored people in the 
State, directing and controlling the 
educational matters of the race. Five 
years ago, when he was elected presi- 
dent of the association, they had a 
membership of only 62. They were 
in debt and had no standing whatever 
in the educational world. Today the 
membership totals around GOO and 
they are expecting an enrollment of 
1000 this year. The association has 
a standard which is unquestioned and 
has done more to increase teachers' 
salaries among the teachers of the 
race and to improve general condi- 
tions than all other agencies com- 
bined. Dr. Shepard directs the work 
of this organization. 

He is also Grand Master of the Ne- 
gro Masons of North Carolina, which 
is the largest jurisdiction of Negro 
Masons in the world today. In this 
position he has had some signal hon- 
ors, showing the relationship between 
the races and their regard for him. 
At Lumberton, N. C„ when he spoke 
last July, a white quartet furnished 
the music. Composing the quartet 
was the clerk of the court, the larg- 
est wholesale merchant in the city of 
Lumberton and two Past Masters of 
the white lodges. The address of wel- 
come was delivered by the Master of 
the white Masonic Lodge, who in his 
address did not at any time refer to 
Negro Masons or white Masons. This 
was unusual, as there is no connec- 
tion officially between white and black 
Masons. When Dr. Shepard spoke at 
Waynesville beyond the mountains, 
the address of welcome was delivered 
there by the Mayor of the city. 

Dr. Shepard is, also, a member of 
the State Inter-Racial Committee 
which is seeking to bring together 
the races along lines of mutual sym- 
pathy and help. 

Dr. Shepard is a speaker of persua- 
sive eloquence, clear insight and judi- 
cial mind. He will give the people of 
Winchester an unbiased and illumi- 
nating address on "The Relation of 
the White and Colored Races in the 
South."

SAHARA: WHAT WE DO AND 
DONT KNOW ABOUT IT 
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The following data and information 
concerning our water system, as ap- 
plying to our reservoirs should prove 
of interest to all Winchester people. 
Few of our residents are aware of the 
cost, the value or the wonderful situ- 
ation of our water supply. What is 
being dune to provide for the future 
is also of interest. 

The financial status is as follows: 
The approximate cost of our water 
system is $685,000 of which $205,000 
was expended in the construction of 
the reservoirs. There has been paid 
into the Town treasury in round num- 
hjera 1,020,000. This is the gross 
revenue. 

The water receipts for the past 
year amounted to $37,818. There is 
still outstanding $01,000 of what is 
known as Winchester Water Bonds, 
payable between Jan. 1, 1923 and Jan. 
I, 1930, and it would seem safe to 
estimate that the income during the 
next few years of the life of these 
bonds would equal $35,000 per vear, 
which would make $215,000, "that 
would he paid into the treasury by 
the time these bonds ate due, provid- 
ed we issue no more water bonds. By 
this time, 1930, there would have been 
paid into the Town treasury some- 
thing over $520,00(1 more than the 
cost of the whole system. There has 
been a decided appreciation in the 
value of these reservoirs during the 
past 50 years. 

An eminent water engineer is of 
the opini in that the Winchester res- 
ervoirs are worth at least $2,000,000. 

In the year 187:! the Town began 
its construction of the North Reser- 
voir ami about 15 years later the con- 
struction of the South Reservoir was 
undertaken, and as the Town at that 
time was short of funds, instead of 
completion the cleansing of what was 
intended to be the Smith Reservoir, 
it was divided by the construction of 
what is known as the Causeway, 
thereby creating the Middle Reser- 
voir. The bottom of the Middle Res- 
ervoir never has been cleansed and 
properly treated as was the North 
and South Reservoirs It may not be 
amiss t,» state that the North Reser- 
voir covers 07 Here< of water surface 
and is said tr> contain 250 million gal- 
lon-: of water. The .Middle Reservoir 
is said to cover r>,s acres of water sur- 
face, and to contain 184 million gal- 
lons of water The South Reservoir 
is said to cover acres of water sur- 
face, ci ntaining 553 million gallons of 
water, making a total of _0S acres of 
water surface, and said to ci 
993 niillions ,■ gallons of wate

Our system is one of the few gravi- 
ty systems in the State, and of the 
2A14 water connections with the Town 
system, practically speaking, 1900 
families get their water from the 
gravity system, and about -100 fami- 
lies take their water from what is 
known as the Fast and West Side 
high service systems. 

The most eminent water engineer 
in our State has stated that, practi- 
cally Bpeaking, we have the only wa- 
ter shed of its size which amounts to j 
»05 acres of land surrounding these 
reservoirs upon which there is not 
and better still never cun be locateu 
a human habitation. 

Adjacent to and surrounding all of 
Che land of the Winchester water shed 
is something more than 100 acres of! 
land belonging to the Middlesex Fells | 
Reservation, over which the Town of 
Winchester has a sanitary control by 
Hie order of the State Department of 
Health, making a total of 1000 acres 
of water and land surface, constitut- 
ing the water shed. The sanitary 
conditions of this water shed are of 
a very high order, and as there has 
been in the past more or less difficul- 
ty with organic matter falling into 
Abe water it was advised by the State 
Board of Health that some of the de- 
sidious trees near the water should be 
removed and in place of them, there 
should lw» a substitution of the white 
idiie. and as this matter has been con- 
sidered by the Winchester Water and 
Sewer Board very carefully by advice 
of Ihe best authorities in the State, 
it has seemed wise to continue the re- 
forestation of this water shed. 

There has been in the past four 
yours 85.000 of the coniferous trees 
placed upon this water shed, and this 
year there are 35,000 in process of 
transplanting, which will make 120,- 
000 trees. This will practically cover 
three-seventh's of the total water 
sh'>d of 405 acres. 

Tlu« State authorities are firm be- 
lievers in the fact that a water shed 
covered with the evergreen trees is 
preferable to that of the hardwood 
growth in the sense that the falling 
of the foliage of the coniferous trees 
k -lot wafted hither and thither by 
the wind and forms a splendid coating 
on the ground protecting it from 
evaporation. 

After these little trees have at- 
tained a height of ten or fifteen feet, 
the ground will practically be covered 
with i shade so as to protect the 
sr.ow and ice which may accumulate 
•infer these trees through the winter 
from melting by the direct rays of 
the .--un as is now the case with the 
hardwood growth. And again, wher- 
CTer the ground is covered with the 
n'M'-'Oes of the pines there is very lit- 
tle liability of vegetation of any kind 
growing under the trees. 

The Water and Sewer Board feels 
that within the n°xt three or four 
ywrs this work of reforestation can 
lie comparatively completed, thereby 
giving the Town a splendid pine for- 
est, located in one of the most beau- 
tiful sjmts in New England.

1 Passage recently of a fleet of spe- 
cially constructed automobiles across 
the "Sahara Desert from the Mediter- 
ranean to the once mysterious city of 
Timbuktu, in less than a month — one- 
third the time required by camel cara- 
vans—serves to emphasize how little 
is known of this vast region, whose 
name is familiar to every school child. 
! In a bulletin from its Washington, 
! D. C, headquarters, the National 
I Geographic Society points out some of 
1 the "Sahara fallacies." 
I The trouble with popular knowledge 
about the Sahara, says the bulletin, 
is, to paraphrase, that we know so 
much that isn't so. 

Not a "Sea of Sand" 
| "Everyone knows that it is a "sea of 
1 sand," for example, when as a matter 
1 of fact it is predominantly a land of 
> rocky plateaus and mountains, with 
'sand plentiful enough, but playing a 
1 minor role. 

We know that it is tremendously 
hot; but we often forget that it is also 
I tremendously cold after the sun ^oes 
I down. 

We know that the whole region is 
: bone dry, when in reality the moun- 
| tains of the interior receive considers 
I ble rain and are even said by some 
travelers to be capped with snow dur- 
ing a part of the year; and area after 
area is being shown to have water 
available from artesian reservoirs in 
the earth below. When the soil is 
given water it yields most satisfac- 
torily as the oases with their springs, 
which are natural artesian wells, 
have proved for ages. 

There are good enough reasons for 
the prevalent misconceptions and the 
general lack of knowledge about the 
Sahara. It was known first from its 
northeastern corner, where it stretch- 
es westward from the Nile; and there 
it is in truth a "sea of sand." The 
vast billowy, shifting dunes of the 
Libyan Desert, then, inspired a strik- 
ing word picture, which came to be 
applied by the world to the whole 
Sahara. The fad that, a band of sand 
dunes also extends pretty much along 
the entire northern edge of the great 
desert for a hundred or more miles 
in land from the Mediterranean coast, 
furnished further circumstantial evi 
denoe to convict the Sahara of being a 
' "sea of sand." 

Fanatics Discouraged Exploration 
The desolate sand dunes were 
enough in themselves to discourage 
most would he travelers w ho might 
have found the truth to the south. Add 
to this that the people who came out 
of the sands were fierce, fanatical 
warriors who early established rcpu 
tations for massacring strangers first 
and wondering about their errands 
afterward, and it is small wonder that 
the European world went on century 
after century without knowing any- 
thing about the Sahara. 

Behind the bulwarks of sand that 
stretch in a semi-circle from the Nile 
south of the Mediterranean, below the 



Atlas Mountains and to the Atlantic, 
lies the real, and until recently the 
unknown Sahara. Recent estimates 
are that loose sands make up between 
only one-tenth and one-ninth the area 
of the Sahara. South of Algeria the 
10.000 Foot Mountains 
This roof-peak of the Sahara is al- 
most exactly midway between the 
Mediterranean and the Gulf of Guinea 
and not far from the half-way point 
between the Nile and the Atlantic. 




From it plateaus slope in every di- i 
rection; but to the southeast the de- 
| northern sands give way to rising, 
rocky ground, which leads to an ex- 
! tensive plateau of massive rock, peb- j 
1 bles and boulders, and finally 900 
I miles from the coast are crags of the

fierce, veiled Tuaregs, believed to be 
descendants of the pre-Arab peoples.

The following is Mr. Leonard's 
lecture on 

Whenever I hear or think of that 
quotation from John, "And ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free," I likewise think of 
the question asked of Jesus, "What is 
truth'."' And perhaps the most inter- 
esting thing, so far as 1 am concerned, 
in the entire quotation, is the fact 
that Jesus did not answer that ques- 
tion. He practically Baid: If in view 
of everything that you have known 
to be done in Judea under my minis- 
fry you arc still asking the question, 
"What is truth'.'" then no word:-, 
would ever convey one Ringle item of 
int'.'ii'iiiation on that point. 

My conviction is quite well b irne 
out by the fact that whi n John the 
Baptist again became doubtful, after 
he had admitted that Jesus was the 
Redeemer who was fookod for, and 
sent to Jesus to find out whetther or 
no he was the one they had expected, 
Jesus did not answer directly. He 
did many things, and then he said: 
Now, go and tell John what I have 
done then let him find out for him- 
self who I am; and on the basis of 
what. Jesus had accomplished, John 
know that he was the Redeemer. 

Now, Truth is one Truth. In my 
recent lecture tour in Europe, a very 
eminent divine in the Lutheran 
Church remarked that it was danger- 
ous to sav Cod is Truth, because, he 
.sao! there are so many truths t"" 1 
it would be a question as to which (tie 

Cod is. That was a theological opin- 
ion, but it was r.ot Christian. All the 
human opinions on the face of the 
ear th as to what constitutes Truth 
may be wrong. There are millions 01 
human opinions, but when we begin 
to limit Truth, when we begin to say 
that there is this truth and that truth 
JHTH thr other truth, We are get trig 
away from the Bible fact, which tolls 
us there is just one Truth, and that 
this Truth is God, the infinite One. 

In order that any one may be free 
from any kind of discord, he must 
know the truth that proves the dis- 
cord untrue. In other words, nothing 
can really exist without Truth. 

Truth is the same yesterday, today, 
and forever. Truth never began and it 
never will end. Truth is always good, 
it is always pure, it is always lovely, 
and it always accomplishes just one 
result, and that is the fruitage of God 
Humanly speaking we could not build 
this building if we did not have Truth, 
for, humanly speaking, nothing, on 
earth could be accomplished were it 
not for Truth. Why, as a matter of 
fact, yoii cannot even lie until you 
know the truth. Have you ever 
thought of that ? Because a lie is a 
misstatement about Truth. And so 
you see the whole of our Investigation 
and research along all lines will lead 
\is straight and absolutely to the con- 
templation of Truth.

WINCHESTER VISITING NUR8E 
ASSOCIATION 

The work of the Visiting Nurse As- 
. sociation has been very largely in- 
! creased .luring the past year. In spite 
! of the unusually severe winter 
I ami the difficulties in getting about, 
' 4027 calls have been made. No need 
hats gone uncared for and both day and 
night calls have been promptly and 
cheerfully made. So great has been 
the demand for the nurse's services, it 
has become necessary to employ a 
second graduate nurse, for general 
matters. 

The cost to the Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation per call, which used to be 
7.-J cents, has gradually mounted to at) 
cents, with no seeming possibility of 
being reduced. Receipts for these) calls 
have averaged only 54 cents for the 
past year and the association has been 
reluctantly compelled to advance its 
charge from 75 cents to $1. 

The public has responded splendidly 
to the situation and the continued in- 
creased demand for the nurses' serv- 
ices, shows due appreciation of their 
efforts, which is gratifying indeed. 

The increase for the full pay calls, 
in no way affects the general work on 
the district and as always, those who 
cannot pay the regular rate are 
charged what they can afford. Some 
of necessity receive these services 
without charge; a privilege for service 
that comes to all physicians and nurs- 
es alike, but in Winchester this num- 
ber is comparatively small, and in al- 
most every case is found the desire to 
pay something in support of the work 
that so safeguards every home in 

town. . ... 

The nursing committee wishes to 
express their deep appreciation for the 
co-operation of the Winchester physi- 
cians and their consideration of the 
visiting nurses, and for the most loyal 
support given the association by each 
and every friend.

TUFTS COLLEGE DRAMATIC

Under the auspices of the Women's 
Guild of the Congregational Church, 
the Tufts College Dramatic Club will 
present "The Servant in the House" 
in the Town Hall tonk'ht. This play 
is said to be c/ne of the best in the 
club's repertoire and one which has 
attracted much attention wherever it 
has been shown.

The foundation lines for the new 
Methodist Church at the corner of 
Church and Pine streets, on the form- 
er Pattee estate, were laid out this 
week, and work will commence at 
once upon the erection of the build- 
ing. 

The plans for the new church have 
been filed with the Inspector of Build- 
ings, the total cost being placed at 
$180,000, Last year, when the church 
was originally estimated, the com- 
bined figure of land and building was 
set at 9140,000. This shows the rapid 
increase in the cost of construction. 

The type of architecture chosen is 
the Georgian period of Colonial archi- 
tecture, and is shown in perspectUTt 
in the front and side views. 

With its imposing portice of Doric 
columns and pediment of limestone, 
flanked by a beautiful tower of dark 
red brick and stone, the building and 
Sunday School, placed amidst ancient 
trees on one of the Town's most prom- 
inent thoroughfares — Church street, 
will be one of the most noteworthy 
buildings of the Town. 

The interior, entered from a spa- 
cious vestibule, having at either side 
stairs to the balcony above and the 
banquet hall in the basement, is de- 
signed with all tho dignity and charm 
possessed by the churches of our fore- 
fathers. The auditorium has over 40o 
sittings. The chancel, with reading 
desk and communion rail, will be pan- 
elled in wood. Directly above is the 
organ and choir loft, having a capaci- 
ty of 20 choristers. The minister's 
room at the side of the chancel is con- 
veniently reached from the auditorium 
and Sunday School building. 

The Sunday School, directly connect- 
ed with the auditorium, and having 
entrances from Church and Dix streets 
is planned with the latest ideas of ar- 
rangement, with hall seating 156 chil- 
dren, two additional class rooms seat- 
ing 40 each, a large ladies' room with 
fire place and pitchenette. 

Staircases go to a gallery floor 
above, having a choir and additional 
class rooms, a balcony and a kinder- 
garten room arranged with sliding 
doors to open into the social hall. 

Two staircases arranged near the 
entrance go to the basement, where 
there are large women's and men's 
coat rooms, with toilets; a perfectly 
appointed kitchen. 14 ft. fi in. by .'45 
ft., serving a large banquet hall. 41 
ft. by 4* ft. A lobby at the rear of the 
banquet hall has two exits to the main 
vestibule of the church above.

I among workers in the states of New 
V'ork, Massachusetts and Rhode Is- 
land, and also of some of the difficult 
pn blems she had found awaiting her 
return to the school. 

Inter* -t in the missionary work at 
this meeting centered around the 
Santee Normal Training School for 
Indians. Interesting items concerning 
its growth and present-day conditions 
were read by Miss Folts. The article 
given was itself a product of tin- 
school, being a six-page illustrated 
folder compiled and printed almost 
entirely by the students at the nor- 
mal school. The school at Santee was 
founded over fifty years ago by Dr. 
Stephen Riggs, a pioneer issionary 
to the Sioux, about eight years after 
the terrors i f the Sioux outbreak. 
Discouraging must. have seemed 
the outlook viewed from the tirst 
primitive buildings in a barren wilder- 
ness and truly different from the 
beautiful situation of ti e Mission to- 
day it certainly was. Now instead of 
the barrenness, trees add attractive- 
ness to the grounds and a grateful 
shade in the summer tim.-. The lonely 
toe-buildings have given place to a 
pleasant home for the principal, a 
chapel also used as a scht ol-house, 
I four dormitories, a building contain- 
ing dining-hall, kitchen and laundry, 
also farm buildings, as well as small 
cottages for mission workers. In the 
early days of the work. Dr. Riggs 
published a leaflet in which he ex- 
plained the object of the school say- 
ing. "It was established for the pur- 
pose of raising up teachers, preacherf, 
interpreters and business men for the 
Dakota, or Sioux, nation"! in other 
words to educate the Indian. 

As its name indicates the school 
aims to lu- a normal training school, 
but the scholars range all the way 
from babies to young men and women, 
consequently it is difficult to compare 
it in grade with a school for white 
children. The teachers try to strike 
a balance best suited to Ind ; an tem- 
perament ani capabilities, endeavor- 
ing to combine so-called classical 
subjects with industrial ones, believ- 
ing the education of the Indian does 
not mean merely teaching him "hew- 
to make a living." but rather, "how to 
really enter into lift-." So they train 
the mind as well as the hand in the 
printing office, the blacksmith shop, 
in all farm w. rk, and in the sewing, 
art. laundry and cooking classes. 

Tht-r ■ is a manual training* depart- 
ment in the basement of one building 
with power machinery operated by 
electric motor, or oil burning engines, 
including bench saw, plane, lathe, 
grindstone and band saw. 

On the farm, cattle raising is one 
of the principle occupations, and when 
improved stock can be obtained, a 
milk and meat supply will greatly re- 
duce the cost of dining-room fare, as 
well as teach the pupil the value and 
management of good animals. 

The Indian is throughly controlled 
in ideas and customs by his religion. 
If he gives up that control in his new- 
education, he needs the enly true re- 
ligion which can keep him in the 
right way. This need is not wholly- 
met, in even the Y. W. C. A. branches 
establish n d in some Government 
Schools for Indians, while most of the 
education in these Government 
Schools has introduced the Indian 
pupil to a world without God in it. 
He. havine lost the faith of his father, 
is thus left without restraint, or mor- 
al defense in a world of manifold 
temptations. At Santee the Christ- 
ian relieion is the foundation for all 
school life and school work. 

Two new buildines have recently- 
been completed and dedicated to the 
misison work, but an appeal is sent 
out for still more help which is needed 
for the real Americans to whom this 
country manifestly owes a debt.

Geography necessarily deals with 
kings and presidents and emperors, 
who change the face of political maps 
and influence economic conditions; not 
so frequently does it reckon with cabi- 
nets which are a growing factor in 
world affairs. 

Before the world war broke up the 
autocracies of Europe, France was the 
only Republic on the continent employ- 
ing the IJritish form of cabinet gov- 
ernment. Now the list includes, be- 
sides France: Finland. Esthonia, j Lat- 
via, Lithuania, Poland, Genr.-iny. 
Czecho-slovakia, and Austria, states a 
bulletin from the Washington, D.JC, 
headquarters of the' National Gto- 
graphic Society. 

Our Cabinet Different 

Recent agitation to permit members' 
of the United States cabinet to be 
present on the floor of the Senate and 
House and to take part in debate on 
matters concerning their departments 
serves to bring out the differences be- 
tween the privileges and duties of the 
cabinet members of various countries. 

To begin with, the "Cabinet" of the 
United States is a cabinet in name 
only, for the government of the United 
St.ites is in no sense a "cabinet gov- 
ernment" as the governments'of Great 
Britain and France, and those of a 
large number of the other leading 
countries of the world. There is not 
even formal sanction for the existence 
of our cabinet as an advisory councli to 
the President. The members have an 
undoubted legal status as heads of 
the various administrative depart- 
ments, but the President need never 
call them together. President Wash- 
ington held no cabinet meetings at 
first, and President Wilson did not 
call his department heads together 
for a period of many months. When 
the President does not receive the ad- 
vise of his cabinet, he is under no ob- 
ligation to follow it. 

Britian "Mother of Cabinets" 

Great Britain is "the mother of 
cabinets" as well as "the mother of 
parliaments." Her cabinet is not of a 
fixed size and while most members 
are heads of departments, there may- 
be members without portfolios who 
have no special duties. In direct con- 
trast to the situation in the United 
States, every member must be a mem- 
ber of either the lower or upper house 
of Parliament. All have scats in both 
houses and therefore not only have 
the privilege of debating but also of 
voting. Of greatest importance, when 
an important vote in the House of 
Commons goes against the cabinet its 
members must resign, so as to per- 
mit a new cabinet, usually of the op- 
posing political party, to be formed. 

The cabinet, under the British sys- 
tem, is really a committee of the 
House of Commons which the party 
in power permits to manage all exec- 
utive affairs and to shape and lead 
all legislative action. The Cabinet in 
action is the real government: while 
it functions the Prime Minister is the 
real ruler, and Parliament is his in- 
strument. 

Chile Has Real Cabinet 

But there are checks and balances. 
The House of Commons can force the 
resignation of the Cabinet, and the 
Cabinet can force the dissolution of 
the House. The matter is thus put 
squarely up to the people, who elect 
another House, from the majority of 
which a new cabinet is chosen. 

Practically all of the older part of 
the Western World is under cabinet 
government. This includes all of Eu- 
rope except Russia and Switzerland, 
South Africa, and the French portions 
of North Africa. Canada brings a 
large part of North America into the 
cabinet column. In the East, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand have true 
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cabinet governments, Japan has a 
slightly modified form, and China a 
nominal one. '• 

The constitutioms of most of the 
countries of the Western Hemisphere 
have been modelejd after that of the 
United States witih an absence of re- 
sponsible cabinets. Chile is the only- 
republic of the NeKv World with a cabi- 
net whose membefrs both sit in Con- 
gress and must Resign when there is 



a formal vote of "lack of confidence." 

By degrees the king practically 
lost his power to dismiss the cabinet, 
and it became responsible first to Par- 
liament, and then solely to the House 
of Commons.

The report of the directors follows: 
The directors of the Home for Aged 
People herewith submit to the Corpo- 
ration their annual report of the con- 
dition and general interests of the 
Home for the year ending April 30, 

The number of inmates is ten,- the 
same as last year and perhaps for 
he tirst time in <u;r history there 
has been no change in the membership 
luring the year. 

The present inmates am Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Ann Hemingway, Mr, Hiram W 
Essoin, Miss Augusta Peach, Mrs 
Mi/.ahoth I). Davies, Miss" Ella C 
Abbott Mrs. Susan Caroline Brazer! 
Miss Dela (i. Wood Miss Charlotte 
Davis. Miss Mary L Cobb and Miss 
Adeline A. Sim-lair. 

We have, however, been called no- 
on to nmurn the loss from our board 
of directors of a valued and cherished 
member, and a loyal and generous 
friend of the Home-Mr. Marshall W. 
.Jones, the first Vice-President of the 
Corporation, whose death occurred in 
October of last year. 

Only those who were associated 
With him can justly estimate the loss 
of his genial companionship, his wise 
counsels and his unfailing readiness 
to respond to demands upon his time 
or purse, and we deeply deplore our 
loss. 

In addition to liberal contributions 
by li\'inir donors, to whom we make 
grateful acknowledgment, the Home 
has during the year received legacies, 
under the will of Miss Alice F. | 
Symmes and Mrs. Emma F. Swan. 
The legacy given by the late A. 15. 
Coffin has. according to the terms of 
the bequest, recently become effective, 
and has been accepted by the Hoard 
subject to the condition that it be 
kn iwn as the Hannah Coffin fund. 

The event of outstanding signifi- 
cance during the year has been the 
acquisition for the purposes of the 
Home of the property at the corner 
of Mount Vernon and Kendall streets, 
adjoining the premises of the Home. 

For some years past, the directors 
have realized the necessity in the not 
<1 itant future of enlarged accomoda- 
tions. 

When therefore, it become known 
that the Sheehan estate, so called, 
was in the market, negotiations were 
al once opened looking to its pur- 
chase, with the result that in Jan- 
uary of this year the property was 
i tnveyed to the Corporation. It was 
a |ulre I on favorable terms, and the 
Home is now in control of a very 
rl isirabl ■ location, and soon will be 
in a position to receive additional in- 
mates. 

In accordance with the authority 
c inferred by the Corporation at a 
special meeting held in July 1922 a 
pari of the purchase pric was de- 
frayed from our permanent fund and 
the balance was obtained by means 
of a mortgage loan. At present, the 
building on the premises is occupied 
by tenants and. until its occupation 
t.y the Home for Its own purposes,

The Bible tells us of many happen- 
ings of that kind. Yes, and there are 
many events of that sort about which 
we know that have happened outside 
of Bible times.

This— the others all ac- 
cepted their healing to be a manifes- 
tation of a special dispensation on the 
part of God, and the next time they 
had a pain they took a pill. They 
thought their healing was a special 
occasion and that a special privilege 
had been given to them to be special- 
ly made well by the Word of God. 
Mrs. Eddy did not accept this. We 
know in Christian Science that there 
is no such thing in heaven or in earth 
as a special dispensation, because if 
we believe what Jesus said, we know 
he said that if we believe on him, we 
shall all do the works he did. He in- 
tended therefore to say that it was 
not a special dispensation which had 
enabled him to do these things, but 
that it was a universal gift to men 
when they were willing to follow God 
in his footsteps as he had taught 
them to do. Mrs. Eddy did not accept 
her healing as a special dispensation, 
for she knew that she had been made 
well through the activity of the law 
of God. and that she had a right to 
her birthright, the knowledge of God 
and Jesus Christ whom He had sent, 
which would give her dominion over 
the earth and the fullness thereof, and 
take from her every sense of fear 
that God might be absent, or that 
there was another power to which she 
might be subject, therefore that God 
might not be omnipotent, omniscient, 
and omnipresent.

The Bible to the Christian Scientist 
is not essentially a church book. Of 
course, he uses it in church — but it 
is al.-o to him a work book, To the 
business man it is a business book. 
To the housekeeper it is a book of 
rules telling how to keep house com- 
fortably, pleasantly, and harmonious- 
ly. To the child in school it is the 
textbook which teaches that child how- 
to think. And to every man, woman 
and child on earth it is the foundation 
of right thinking wherein we may find 
our freedom. 

Christian Science is a field for 
everybody on the face of the earth 
upon which to get busy and work out 
his own salvation. We have not been 
accustomed to think that the laity 
hould work particularly hard on re- 
igious subjects, because a man has 
ometimes thought that he was a pret- 
ty good Christian if he kept a pew in 
church, saw that his family attended 
regularly and he himself occasionally 
when the opportunity seemed ripe. 
He would go and he would listen to 
the result of another man's hard labor 
and work, and come away and nod 
his head, "That was a pretty good 
talk,'' and would feel that he had 
done his part of the religious work 
until he again associated himself with 
other members of his church in its 
meetings. 

But, my dear friends, there is a 
great difference between creed and 
religion. Religion demands of us that 
we shall work constantly and continu- 
ously to think right, and consequently 
to do right. Well, one might say, it 
is pretty hard work to be a Christian 
Scientist. Consider, however, your 
human experiences, and all of the hu- 
man differences between persons, and 
you will find it is pretty hard work 
not to be one. The fact is, that you 
have had enough trouble in the ex- 
perience you have had, and you would 
like to change it if you could. We 
have all had that suggestion. No, it 
is not hard to be a Christian Scientist, 
not as hard as it is not to be one. 

Where do you start to be a Chris- 
tian Scientist? With every right 
thought you think. That is your start. 
Therein is to be found your progress, 
and in the successful attitude of al- 
ways thinking right do you find the 
key of heaven. You have had the 
thought that heaven is afar off. You 
have deemed it to be afar off, and 
yet, every time you use the Lord's 
Prayer, what do' you pray? "Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done in 
earth, as it is in heaven." Have you 
meant it? When you talk about "Thy 
will be done in earth, as it is in heav 
en," have you meant it? Have you 
ever stopped to think whether you 
meant it or not? Has it ever meant 
to you that you are praying that there 
should come unto you and through 
you and in you such a consecrated 
knowledge of God that you would 
stop thinking and doing wrong, and 
think and do the right and that that 
would bring what has been termed the 
millennium here, — in other words, the 
kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness on earth as it is in heaven? 

Our Lord and Master saw the ne- 
cessity for it, so he taugh us all to 
pray that prayer, and he did not 
mean that we should pray for it to 
come at some other time. One thing 
we must learn is to' know that we are 
not praying for a kingdom that is 
yet to come, but we are praying for 
that knowledge of God which brings

Now, just to illustrate it. let me 
ask. have we ever thought how 
strange it would sound if we were 
suddenly endowed with the power to 
hear all* of the petitions called prayer 
which are sent up to God at the same 
time?

Christian Science and Business 

We have heard a great deal of the 
discord surrounding us, that we are 
in the midst of the greatest financial 
depression the world as a world has 
known in history. Everybody is wor- 
ried — that is, no, not everybody, but 
everybody who is not a Christian 
Scientist is worried, and perhaps a 
few of the Christian Scientists are, 
too, because we find ourselves at times 
looking on the doleful side of things.

But if we are thoughtful, and .become 
familiar with the conditions and cir- 
cumstances of the age in which he 
lived, we shall $ee that he simply made 
reference to the fact that like all re- 
ligious teachers of that time, he wan- 
dered continually from village to ham- 
let, doing the work of a man of God 
as he saw it, and resting peacefully 
with some true believer wherever the

I have been much interested in an 
advertising sign that is liberally 
sprinkled all over the United States.

Gradually the sea 
is tearing away its vitals, and it is 
predicted that by the end of the pres- 
ent century it will disappear beneath 
the waves forever. 

On the south coast of Long Island 
we find beaches and shifting sands. 
Here we get into more hopeful terri- 
tory, for the land always has an up- 
building Oliver for every down-tear- 
ing Roland the sea may have to offer. 
From Shinnecock Bay to Fire Island, 
a rampart of sand some 40 miles long 
has been thrown forward off the real 
shore-line, and the sea, pounding 
against this j n its maddest fury, en- 
counters a buffer that throws it back 
a helpless and exhauted foe. More- 
over, the s.'a is compelled to surren- 
der captive sands taken up elsewhere, 
and these are re-quipped and put into 
the front trenches of the island's 
south-shore defenses. 
Sandy Hook Victory for Land Forces 
On the Jersey Coast, Sandy Hook 
stands out as an advance guard of the 
forces of the land, determined to cut 
through the line of communication of 
the sea in its drive into the Raritan 
Bay salient. 

When there is a deeply indented 
coast-line, the ocean currents paral- 
leling the shores refuse to fellow the 
indentation and cut straight across. 
Striking deeper water, they slow up 
and deliver from bondage the captive 
grains of sand which momentum has 
enabled them to carry along. 

Eventually these grains grow into 
a high submarine ridge, which holds 
up the onrushing waves and forces 
them to give up a sand toll as they 
pass. Having gained courage in its 
size, the ridge makes a sally from the 
surf and becomes a full-fledged spit, 
or hook. 

Sandy Hook is a splendid example 
of this method of the land in invad- 
ing the dominions of the sea. It very 
frequently happens that the spit 
marches on until it reaches across the 
bay area and captures the entire 
water army within the salient. Then 
science decorates it with a croix de 
guerre and gives it a new name — it 
becomes a bar.

Sand Barriers a Protection 

The Jersey coast is full of classic- 
examples of the war between the land 
and the sea. Here are no towering 
ramparts, with frowning walls, that 
seem to defy all the armies with which 
General Neptune can attack them. 
Nay, rather, here the land forces have 
camouflaged their strength, and have 
entrenched themselves behind bar- 
riers of sand. 

At Long Branch one may watch the 
shifting fortunes of the battle. Here, 
in spite of the most elaborate system 
of breakwaters man has erected, the 
shore-line is being led captive inch by- 
inch. But the prisoner sand does not | 
remain in captivity. As it is being 
escorted back of the lines it makes a 
successful dash for liberty and rejoins 
other land units north and south of 
Long Branch and aids in a counter- 
attack in those neighborhoods. 

In the vicinity of Atlantic City the 
sea is ever striving to gain a foothold; I 
but at the present the best it can do 
is to force a shifting of land reserves i 
from one side of a salient to another.

Gradually, however, the land be- 
gan to force the sea to give it sand, 
and with this it has built a fine hook 
behind which many a mariner seeks 
safety from the fierce nor'easters that 
sweep these coast.

When one comes to the Virginia 
capes and studies conditions there, it 
is found that in times past the sea had 
another ally, of which no mention has 
yet been made — subsidences. In a by- 
gone age the Susquehanna, the Poto- 
mac, and the James rivers rolled in 
stately grandeur to the sea.

Tins extreme application of com- 
munism extends to passenger accom- 
modations, Only officials of the gov- 
ernment can procure coaches or pri- 
i it.- ,ais. Tile "proletariat," a woru 
that ha- a definite meaning in tin r<ai 
Eastern Ri public, may crowd into 
box cars anil anybody is free to pick 
cut a comer lor himself. Generally 
this form of equal opportunities I'm 
all passengers resolves itself into men. 
women, and children being herded into 
the cars like so many cattle. 

Yet the Siberian peasant is not a 
communist in tin- sense of his Bolshe- 
vist neighbors in Russia. The partic- 
ular brand of his communism is 
summed up by James 1'.. Wood, in a 
communication to the National Geo- 
graphic Society, substantially as fol- 
lows : 

Whcr«' Siberians Draw the Line 

The Siberian peasant averages 100 
acres of land. He can have as much 
more as he wants to cultivate. It 1- 
there for their taking. What In* raises 
is his own. He is willine; to put his 
crop in the community storehouse, but 
the idea of turning it over to a uov- 
tTnmerit on the strength of a prom- 
ise of clothes, tools, or a free ride on 
the railroad cannot Ih* driven into his 
head. He will not accept communism 
to that extent. 

The constitution of the Far East- 
ern Republic may have been a hand- 
made document when it was presented 
to the 400 membeT8 of th** first assem- 
bly, but it showed the cluintres ot 
many hands — some crude, others 
shrewd— before it emerged. 

It guarantees rights of private pro- 
perty and goods; but all land, rivers, 
and mineral rights belong to the state. 
They are leased in lieu of taxes, and 
the novelty of paying taxes is the test 
of the Siberian peasant's sincere sup- 
port of the government. To induce 
colonization in Siberia, the old Tsar- 
ist government, not only remitted 
taxes, but gave bonuses of machinery, 
seed grain, or cash. 

Every citizen IS years old, regard 
less of sex. religion, politics, or previ- 
ous nationality, can vote. Minority 
representation is provided for in na- 
tional, state, county, city and village 
governments. 

Five states are created on treo- 
graphieal lines and a sixth on entire- 
ly new lines -the autonomous rftcial 
Buriat-Mongol State, composed of 
citizens at large. 

The fear of a dictatorship was evi- 
denced when, instead of a single presi- 
dent, a commission of seven, known i 
as "The Government," was elected by ' 
the assembly. "The Government" is 
the highest executive authority. It 
names the premier and he selects the 
sixteen cabinet heads. 

The church is separated from the 
state. A citizen is free to profess any 
religion or none, and religious instruc- 
tion is permitted only in theological 
schools. 

Kducation Free and Compulsory 

Education is free and compulsory. 
So is work for every citizen, not more 
than eik'ht hours a dav or six hours at 
niK-ht. with further restrictions for 
women and children. 

F,%-ery male citizen is liable for 
military service between IS and 4.) 
▼ears, "and it is compulsory between 
20 and 22. Bodily and capital punish- 
ment are abolished. 

Liberty of the press, speech, and 
assembly is guaranteed. Citizens may 
also initiate legislation and have a 
share in the administration of all

STRATTON HOMESTEAD ON MAIN STREET 



The Stratton homestead at 874 
Main street, is said to be the oldest 
house in town, and for over 150 years 
three generations of the Stratton fam- 
ily lived there. It holds today a unique 
interest with its flavor of old Colonial 
days in its brick oven and fireplace. 

Mr. Stratton was married in I87ti 
to Miss Florence Lelia Carter of this 
town, a sister of the late George H. 
Carter, for many years Town Clerk. 
She died within a year.Jjer death be- 
ing followed by that of an infant son, 
Roscoe C. Stratton. In 1913 Mr. 
Stratton married Miss Harriet F. 
Marlon of Burlington, who survives 
him. lie also leaves one brother, Mr. 
Joseph V. Stratton of Marblehead. 

He was a life-long attendant at the 
First Congregational Church, a mem- 
ber of Boston Commandery, K. T., 
Woburn Royal Arch Chapter and Wil- 
liam I'arkman Lodge, A. F. & A. M., 
of this town. He was one of the 
original members of the Winchester 
Young Men's Club, later the Calumet 
Club, in which organization he re- 
tained membership for many years. 
He was also for many years a mem- 
ber of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Boston. 

For a number of years Mr. Stratton 
had been ret red from active business. 
Three years ago he underwent a ser- 
ious operation, and although he re- 
covered, did not regain his former 
good health. Several weeks ago hi! 
suffered a shock, and last Saturday a 
sorious heart trouble developed which 
caused his death. 

The funeral services were held at 
the residence on Wednesday afternoon 
at three o'clock, largely attended by 
old friends and business and social 
representatives. 

The service was conducted by the 
Rev. Howard J. Chidley, pastor of 
the First Congregational Church, nnd 
was of a simple nature. The pall 
bearers included Messrs. J. C. Foltz, 
George F. Arnold. Ernest R. Eustis, 
Frank S. Pratt, George E. -Pratt and 
Charles H. Symmes. The burial was 
in the family lot in Wildwood ceme- 
tery.

JUDGE GEORGE S. LlTTLKl'lEl.L) 

JUDGE L1TTLEI 1ELD DEAD 

Was Pronminent in Law. Masonic 
and Social Organizations 

Judge Littlefield died yesterday 
morning at the Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital, Tie went to the hospital 
Saturday afternoon for a", examination 
and was found to be suffering from 
pernicious aenemia, his case being so 
far advanced that little could be do>v 
to relieve him. For several years he 
had been in poor health, aiwl two years 
ago he underwent a hospital exami- 
nation without beneficial results. He 
had been up and about his home un- 
til Saturday. 

Judge George Sherman Littlefield 
was one of the most prominently 
known residents of Middlesex County, 
For years he was active in social. Mas- 
onic and Town affairs. He was born in 
Watertown, Mass., 72 years ago, his 
parents being George Thomas and 
Ann (Thorpe) Littlefield. lie was 
descended from Roger Sherman, one 
<>f the signevs of the Declaration of 
Independence and from several of the 
Mayflower families. Hi-- father 
was a master in the Charlestown pub- 
lic schools, and from him, the Judge 
received his early education.. He 
never attended school. When 1 i years 
of age, in 1866, he entered Harvard 
College, and he was the youngest stu- 
dent to graduate from the Coll 
when he received his degree in 1870 

Following a course in Harvard Law 
School, he entered the office of Judge 
Ebenezer R. Hoar, remaining there a 
year or so, when he opened law offices 
of his own in Boston. He later became 
associated with Judge Henry Wiggin, 
and Benjamin M. Fernald, and opened 
offices under the name of Wiggin, Fer- 
nald & Little^dd. The firm WM &» 
solved in a few years, find the Judge 
again opened his own offices. In 1903 
Calvin S. Tilden of Swampscott was 
admitted to partnership, and since 
that time the firm has been known as 
Littlefield & Tilden. 

The Judge enjoyed a large legal 
practice and his advice was sought in 
many quarters, public and private. 

Upon the establishing of the Fourth 
District Court at Woburn 41 years ago, 
Judge Littlefield was appointed Senior 
Special Justice, which office he held 
for 39 years, retiring two years ago. 
He sat on his lirst case in the court 
May 18, 18' \ Previous to his ap- 
pointment he was a trial justice in the 
old-time court at Woburn for many- 
years, his total length of service be- 
ing over 50 years. Upon the occasion 
of his retirement in July, 1921, he was 
tendered distinctive honors by the leg- 
al fraternity. He was a member of 
the Middlesex Bar Association and the 
Boston Bar Association. 

He was always active in Town af- 
fairs, having served on the School 
Committee from 1883 to 18<)8, both as 
committeeman and chairman, and 
serving as Moderator at Town Meet- 
ing in 1898. He was a meml>er of 
many important town committees and 
for a number of years was secretary 
of the Winchester Historical Society. 

He was prominent in Masonic cir- 
cles. He entered William Parkman 
Lodge of this town in 1875 and was 
Master of the Lodge from 1861-62, 
also holding the office of the Secretary 
for many years. He was a member 
of Mystic Valley Lodge, Winchester 
Royal Arch Chapter, a member and 
Past High Priest of Woburn Royal 
Arch Chapter, a member of Boston 
Commandery, K. T., and of Aleppo 
Temple. He was a member of the 
Winchester Unitarian Church of many 
years standing, always taking active 
part in the welfare of the society.- For 
many years he was a member of the 
Standing Committee of the Church 
and since the 'death of the late T. P. 
Ayer had served continuously as Mod- 
erator at its meetings.

facts on what constitutes the matter 
with our educational system. They 
got about as much information as they 
did a year ago this time. As one 
homeward-bound woman remarked: 
"private schools may be all right for 
the socially high and financially strong, 
but I want to know whether George 
can get into college or not without 
wrecking the family finances." She 
admitted, when asked, that "she would 
still like to know." Another citizen 
.stated that he thought "they had 
ducked the issue." At any rate, the 
prevailing sentiment appears to be 
that those who attended know just as 
WUch now as they did before why the 
boys go to private schools.

PUPILS AND COLLEGE 

1. All pupils who elected courses 
preparing for either the B. A. degree 
or for the B. S. degree are listed 
above. If any names are ommitt?d it 
is either by clerical error or printer's 
error. 

2. Inasmuch as pupils planning to 
take any courses other than above 
mentioned courses -were not under 
discussion at that meeting their names 
are not noted nor are they as a group 
discussed here. 

3. The pupils have been grouped 
according to the probability of suc- 
cess in achieving this choice. 

4. All the names were considered in 
conference by all the teachers of the 

j Wadleigh who have had these pupils 
| in classes. The principal of the Wad- 
I leigh also participated in the confer- 
ence. The conclusions of this article 
| are the product of the group and are 
practically unimous. 

• r >. Our conclusions undoubtedly 
contain instances where we have mis- 
judged, but we think they are as ac- 
curate as could reasonably be expect- 
ed. 

• ; . The names are arranged alpha- 
betically in order that no one may be 
led to think that position on th.- list 
indicates the group the pupil has been 
classified in. 

The Groups 

Group A contains superior pupil- 
who ought (in our opinion) to be able 
successfully to prepare for college in 
any High School in four years. Then 
are 20 pupils in this group. 

Group B contains pupils who have 
chances of success ranging from 
"good'' down through "fair." Some 
may succeed in four years, some will 
require 5 years, and some may fail. 
There are 27 pupils in this group. 

Group C contains pupils who proba- 
bly will not be able successfully to 
prepare for college in any High 
School or private school unless they 
are put in very small classes, given 
extensive individual help or tutoring, 
resulting in a substantial expense 
either to parents or to the town), or 
take more than four years of prepara- 
tion and who probably won't be able 
to qualify even then. There are 11 
pupils in this group. 

Croup D contains pupils whom we 
feel cannot possibly prepare for col- 
lege anywhere, unless through a mira- 
cle. There are nine pupils in this 
group. 

We knew of only live children who 
have definitely told us they intend to 
go to private school next year. \V> 
do not want to be definite enough in 
our analysis of these children for any- 
one to pick out individuals by name. 
We will simply say they do not fall 
in any one group, but rather include 
representatives of all groups from 
and inclusive of group D to and in- 
clusive of Group A. Their names are 
in the alphabetical list. 

There are pupils included in almost 
all groups whose future health, by 
distinct improvement, or by distinct 
impairment, will move them from one 
group to another. 

"Prepare for college" as here used 
should be interpreted as meaning pre- 
paring for si me college of recognized 
standing. 

In making this list we have expos 3d 
ourselves tv ridicule for making the 
"favorable" group so large. We 
have been perhaps a bit too optimistic 
in our judgments, and so we expect 
■he accomplishment of the groups in- 
dividually and collectively to fall short 
somewhat, of what we prophesy, be- 
cause of the frailties of human na- 
t u re. 

Please bear firmly in mind that we 
may be wrong in individual cases. 
This is simply our opinion based on 
observation as regards these children. 

The most important part of this 
article is the following: 

Every judgment is baser! on the as- 
sumption that the child in whatever 
school he next attends will attack the 
matter of schooling as being his pres- 
ent business in Hie and consequently 
will put into his schooling every ounce 
of his ability. 

We have assumed that all parents 
and all teachers will individually and 
together concentrate to insist that pu- 
pils shall so regard their schooling. 

We have gone on the assumption 
that parents of course understand to 
be a fact, — the fact that should be 
perfectly apparent to any person who 
gives the matter a moment of serious 
thought. This is the fact: 

Any appreciable degree of partici- 
pation in extensive social activities 
such as automohiling, dancing, mov- 
ies, theatres, radio, music, or other 
all engrossing avocations will abso- 
lutely ruin our diagnosis of that in- 
dividual regardless of his ability or 
of the group we have put him in he- 
cause such activities invariably af- 
fect adversely preparation for college 
and success in college. Therefore, 
Mr. and Mrs. Parent you must make 
your child choose between regarding 
schooling as we have indicated or do- 
ing otherwise and tasting failure. 

There are included in this list pu- 
pils who (at some time during their 
school history) have had to repeat a 
grade, or hav;> been promoted on trial, 
or have been sent to summer school 
as a condition of promotion, or have 
been excessively absent, or are now 
practically failing.

SINGING SHOULD COME FIRST 



The Board met at 7:30 p. m., all 
present. 

The records <,{ the meeting of May 
7, 1923 were read and approved. 

Memorial Day: A letter was re- 
ceived from J. Ervlne Johnson, Adju- 
tant, Sons of Veterans, stating that 
he has been directed bv the Comman- 
der of the A. I).

Famous English Musician Givaa Ad- 
vice as to Musical Education 
of ths Child. 

Italicized In an article by Sir Dan 
Godfrey is this sentence: "No child 
should he given piano lessons until it 
has sung for some years in order to 
develop its musical Instinct." He 
points out that perfection In lisping 
baby songs is attained very early in 
life, and this power brings contact 
with beauty before drawing is devel- 
oped or color appreciated. Singing Is 
such a personal art that It lends it- 
self to the development of the Indi- 
vidual as nothing else does. The Joy 
which a child gets In reproducing 
beautiful melodies is like no other ex- 
perience in life. Piano playing re- 
quire* so much attention that the little 
performer often hears very little of 
the music. The capacity of children 
for memorizing and performing suit- 
able music Is vpry great, and few. In 
proportion, have no ear for music. 
Generally speaking, they are better 
performers than listeners, except 
when listening to music they kno 
Seh. m| without music would be 
dreadful place, for, apart from Its 
educational value, good music pro- 
vides a bond of sympathy between 
teacher and pupil. In this short article 
Sir Dan Godfrey has given a lead to 
parents on the right lines. He wants 
children's ears to he trained, their 
taste awakened, their listening pow- 
ers developed, and their love of the 
beautiful cultivated through musical 
study.— Montreal Family Herald. 



CREDIT GIVEN CASTE SYSTEM 



Long Freedom of India From Plague 
Was Indirectly Caused by Its 
Prevalence. 

Although Europe had suffered from 
many visitations of plague before and 
during the Middle ages, it was not 
until Ihe Nineteenth century that 
plague came ro India, says J. II. 
Stephens in Popular Mechanics. 

This was iiue to ttie prevalence in 

India of the ancient caste system of 
tli,' Brahmins, which resulted in sep- 
aration and segregation. The higher 
castes lived apart from the lower 
castes, and between each of such 

segregations open spaces Were left, 
which allowed the circulation of fresh 
air, anil provided for expansion with- 
out congestion. Thus, unwittingly, the 
caste system adopted one of the most 
effective measures for preventing the 
spreading of disease. 

Under the British administration, 
caste rules were less strictly ob- 
served, and the different castes tend- 
ed to converge, while congestion In- 
creased, resulting In the first appear- 
ance of plague In the city of Manga- 
lore, capital of the native state of 
Mysore, South India. It broke out 
first In the most congested quarter, 
where sunlight nnd air were excluded 
or polluted. 



Plants That Select Homes. 

One of the chief popular distinc- 
tions between vegetable and animal 
life Is that the animals have power of 
choice and of voluntary motion, while 
vegetables and plants grow only me- 
chanically. But the microscope seems 
to show that many vegetable forms can 
move as easily as can animals. There 
is a plant called volvox jjlobator, so 
minute that millions of it could be put 
in a drinking glass, which Is seen to 
whirl like a top p.cross the field of 
the microscope. Some plants found 
In ponds, which are still more minute, 
move habitually, as with an apparent 
purpose. Naturalists who have given 
closer study than others to climbing 
plants state that these seem to exer- 
cise the liberty of choice. Their ten- 
drils. In climbing over pieces of wood 
with holes, will try one hole after an- 
other until they find one that pleases 
them. One Investigator saw a ten- 
dril withdraw Itself after having 
pushed Itself In a hole for 3<5 hours. 



Fall of the Roman Empire. 

The fall of the Roman empire was 
in A. D. 478, when the western em- 
pire was finally extinguished by the 
deposition of Romulus Augustulus as 
emperor of the West, and the proclaim- 
ing of Odoacer as king of Italy. The 
later Roman or Eastern empire, with 
its capital at Byzantium (Constanti- 
nople), continued to exist for a thou- 
sand years longer. Its history may 
be divided Into four periods: (1) That 
covering the struggle with Persia, end- 
ing In favor of the empire about 630 
A. D. ; (2) the struggle with the Sara- 
cens, who were practically crushed In 
the Eleventh century; (3) the wars 
with the Seljtik Turks In the Eleventh 
ami Twelfth centuries; and (4) those 
with the Ottoman Turks la which the 
Roman power at last went down In 
1453, when Mohammed captured Con- 
stantinople, nnd the hist emperor, 
Constantino XI. was killed.— Literary 
Digest. 

No Oil in Cat's Fur. 

Many animals are protected by na- 
ture with a sort of oilskin coat. By- 
excreting oil from their skin they are 
able literally to throw off water. 

With the cat, however, it is differ- 
ent, her fur behaving exactly as a 
dressed fur overcoat belonging t» any 
human — that is. the fur clots at its 
Hps anil becomes waterlogged, 

The only difference is that the un- 
fortunate cat, being unable to take off 
its sodden coat, gets "wet through," 
and, coming of ancestors from a dry 
climate — our domestic cat originated In 
Egypt and on the shores of the Medi-

ODD IDEAS CONCERNING RATS 



Bebef That the Rodents Could Not 
Livs in Certain Parts of Scotland 
—Witchcraft Symbols. 

Many curious beliefs formerly pre- 
vailed in Scotland concerning the rut. 
One of the most common of these was 
that there were certain districts where 
rats could not live, and could not even 
be Introduced. The old Scottish his- 
torian Hector Boece states that there 
were no rats to be found in Ms day In 
Buchan, while a later author. Sir 
Robert Gordon, made a similar state- 
ment regarding Sutherlandshire. He 
says, "If they come thither in ships 
from other parts, they die presently, 
how soon they do smell the air of 
that country." At the same time, ac- 
cording to a correspondent of the 
Sportsman, he asserts that ruts 
abounded in the neighboring county 
of Caithness. Even so late as 1 T'.H 
the belief prevailed. The writer nf 
the articles on Morven and Roseneath 
in "The Statistical Account of Scot- 
land," states that attempts were made 
to introduce the rat into these par- 
ishes, but without success. With re- 
gard to Roseneath. he says: "From 
a prevailing opinion that the soil of 
this parish is hostile to that animal, 
some years ago a West Indian planter 
actually carried out to Jamaica sev- 
eral casks of Roseneath earth, with a 
view to kill the rats that were de- 
stroying his sugar-canes. It is said 
this had not the desire. i effect, so we 
lost a valuable export." 1 Hiring the 
period of the Witch mania ruts were 
looked upon as the symbols of witch- 
craft. That they could be extermi- 
nated by a course of rhyming was a 
belief common to both Scotland and 
Ireland, though more popular in the' 
latter country than the former. 



"Growth" of Rocks. 

Growth Is usually looked upon aa 
something that occurs Internally and 
not by external process. The growth 
that is due to external additions, such 
us the building up of sandstone, gran- 
ite, etc., in process of time, is more 
correctly spoken of as "accretion." 
The formation of crystals by the cool- 
in;: of a hot saturated solution of a 
salt resembles animal growth in ap- 
pearance, but It is not a true growth, 
as it is not accompanied by increased 
weight. 



True Criticism. 

It has indeed been advanced by 
Addison, as one of the characteris- 
tics "f a true critic, that he points 
out beauties rather than faults. But 
it is rather natural to a man of learn- 
ing and genius to applj himself 
Chiefly to the study of writers who 
have more beauties than faults to be 
displayed; for the duty of criticism is 
neither to depreciate, nor dignify by 
partial representations, but to hold 
out the light of reason, whatever it 
may discover.— -Samuel Johnson.

Pei feet Platonic Friendship. 

The friendship between the great 
artist, Michelangelo, and the Roman 
noblewoman, Vlttorla Colonna, Is one 
of the world's most Illustrious exam- 
ples of platonlc friendship, says Oliver 
Barton In the Mentor Magazine. When 
they first met, Vlttorla Colonna was 
forty-six and Michelangelo sixty. She 
became the greatest influence in the 
life of the fiery genius. . They were 
accustomed to meet outside of the 
church of San Sllvlestro, and discuss 
painting and life. The gist of these 
dialogues was set down by another 
artist and later published as Michel- 
angelo's "Dialogues on Painting." 

After withdrawing to the cloister the 
Marquessa Colonna continued to com- 
municate with the master. A book 
of her sonnets was always with him. 
She died In 1547. but until his death 
he remained as devoted to her mem- 
ory as he had been to her In life. 



Indian Legend of Rattlesnake. 

A Texan reports killing a rattle- 
snake In west Texas that measured 
eight feet and had 24 rattles and a 
button. Hut, In the winter of 1W38-09, 
when the Kansas volunteer regiment 
Joined Oeneral Sheridan's command, 
the roving soldiers discovered. In 
Wichita mountains, a den of rattle- 
snakes which tops the record. 

After the soldiers had taken their 
souvenirs and had thrown a number 
of the reptiles into the creek and 
brush, 1SS were counted. Several, 
without their heads and tails, meas- 
ured eight feet and were six Inches 
in diameter. The sum total was esti- 
mated at 200,

The act of reforestation upon the 
Water Shed of the Winchester reser- 
voirs may be considered from several 
angles. One of the first is that of 
sanitation. By the planting of the 
coniferous trees we escape the dis- 
advantage of contamination by the 
leaves of the hardwood trees. In the 
falling of the foliage of the conifer- 
ous trees the ground is better pro- 
tected from evaporation than is that 
of the covering by the hardwood tree 
leaves. And again the shade produced 
by the coniferous trees planted in 
spaces of 5 or 6 feetyapart covers the 
ground in a manner that is adavan- 
tageous in prohibiting evaporation 
from the surface of the ground. An- 
other advantage is that whenever the 
shade is dense and the ground is 
covered with the foliage, it prohibits 
the growth of bushes of all kinds, 
thereby saving quite a large amount 
of moisture that would be consumed 
by this growth of vegetation. 

This conservation of the water fal- 
ling upon this water shed is quite 
an advantage in giving us an extended 
water supply. It may not be gen- 
erally known that of the average 
rainfall of 45 inches upon this water 
shed that there is an evaporation of 
39 inches upon the surface of our 
reservoirs through a twelve-month 
period. 

This fact has been established by 
the State authorities during a ten- 
year period of study in this matter 
of evaporation of fresh water in and 
anmml Boston, 

The Water and Sewer Board, after 
consulting with State forestry author- 
ities, have been setting very largely 
trees of the white pine growth. There 
have also been set several thousand 
of the Scot's pine and the Same of 
. the Norway spruce. We have also 
set several thousand of the red pine 
and several hundred of the Douglass 
fur and of the arborvitae, 

After studing the reforestation 
work we find that there are several 
pests with which we have to contend. 
The hardwood growth is liable to be 
seriousy effected by the gypsy moth 
and the brown tail. The white pines 
are liable to be afflicted with what 
is known as the pine blister rust 
and also the white pine weevil. The 
blister rust is of the most serious 
nature. 

Pine lili-hr ITu-t < ;m Be Controlled 

It has already been made clear that 
the blister rust cannot go directly 
from one pine to another. It must 
first grow as a rusl on currant and

transmit the disease from currant and 
gooseberry leaves to white pine are 
very delicate and live only a few 
minutes, hence the spores die before 
they reach the pines at anv great 
distance. Therefore, the remtedy 
against the blister rust is to pull up 
all wild and cultivated currant and 
gooseberry bushes within 900 feet of 
white pities. 

What To Do 

Find and uproot every wild currant 
and gooseberry bush within 900 feet 
of the white pine you desire to pro- 
tect. B»> sure to examine all of the 
ground for the wild bushes. Remem- 
ber there are many kinds of these 
bushes, such as wild gooseberry, 
skunk currant, and wild red and black 
currants. 

Blister rust cannot spread from pine 
to pine. It is transmitted only after 
developing on currant or gooseberry 
leaves. It lives in the pine hark from 
year to year until the tree is finally 
killed. 

Pines under 20 years old are es- 
pecially in need of immediate protec- 
tion,

Just what ia the Gulf Stream? 
Discussions about its effects upon 
climate and mariners' reports of its 
excessive heat recall that the first 
detailed study of what he called "the 
grandest and most mighty terrestrial 
phenomenon," was made by the late- 
Rear Admiral John Elliott Pillsbury, 
U. S. N., a former president of the 
National Geographic Society, and 
summarized by him In a communica- 
tion to the National Geographic 
Magazine. 

In all the oceans there are move- 
ments of the water (other than that 
caused by the tides) which may be 
said to be due primarily to the prev- 
alent wind, Admiral Pillsbury wrote. 
The Oceans "Orculatioa" 

In the two great oceans, the Atlan- 
tic a ad the Pacific, there is to be found 
both north and south of the equator, 
and also in the Indian Ocean, a simi- 
lar circulation, that is a general west- 
erly movement in the tropics, a flow 
toward the poles along the eastern 
shores of the continents, an easterly 
set in the temperate zones, and a cur- 
rent toward the equator along the 
western shores. It thus becomes a 
grand circular movement, some parts 
being quite slow, and other parts very 
swift; sometimes there may be a 
temporary interruption in the slower 
portions, or perhaps even a reversal, 
but taken as a whole the movement is 
continuous. 

In the North Atlantic Ocean the 
currents are probably more pro- 
nounced than in either the Pacific or 
the Indian Oceans. 

The equatorial current is usually 
described as being a broad band of 
water moving across the Atlantic in 
the tropics. The portion of this cur- 
rent situated south of the equator is 
divided into two parts upon meeting 
the eastern salient of South America, 
Cape St. Roque. One branch turns 
south toward the Antartic, while the 
other is forced to the westward along 
the shores of Northern Brazil and the 
Guyanas. ami is called the Guyana 
coast current. The equatorial cur- 
rent north of the equator has an al- 
most uninterrupted progress until it 
leaches the Windward Islands, but a 
pi rtion of it also impinges against 
the Guyana Coast and thus augments 
the volume of that current. 

How Gulf Stream is Formed 

At the Windward Islands both are 
; united, and a portion of the flow en- 
ters the Caribbean through the vari- 
ous passages, crosses it to the Yuca- 
tan and Honduras coasts, and thence 
into the Gulf of Mexico, from which 
i it issues through the Straits of Flo- 
rida as the Gulf Stream. Passing on- 
ward toward Europe it is augmented 
in volume by a part of the north equa- 
torial current that sweeps along the 
outside the West Indian Islands and 
the Bahamas, and while this current 
is slow in movement in comparison to 
the Gulf Stream itself, it doubtless 
carries a much greater number of heat 
units to help warm up northern Eu- 
rope. 

The Gulf Stream, or rather the com- 
bined flow mentioned above, divides as 
it meets the resistance of the Eastern 
Continent, one branch flowing south 
along the African coast, while the 
other proceeds northward into the 
Arctic toward Spitzbergen and Franz 
Joseph Land. 

It is difficult for the mind to grasp 
I the immensity of this great ocean 
river. The straits of Florida at its 
I narrowest point is about 40 miles wide 
and observations here numbered be- 
I tween three and four thousand, sur- 
j face and subsurface. A calculation 
! of the average volume of water pass- 
ing in one hour gives the enormous 
sum of ftO billion tons. If this one 
single hour's flow of water could be 
evaporated, the remaining salts would 
require many times more than all the 
ships in the world to carry it 

Magnitude of Ocean River 

When one is on board a vessel, float- 
ing upon its waters, one is not as 
much impressed at the nower and 
grandeur of this wonder of nature as 
he is when he stands before a tower- 
ing mountain, an immense iceberg, or 



a fall of water such as Niagara, but 
when one remembers that the mighty 
torrent, speeding on hour by hour and 
day by day in a volume equal to all 
the largest rivers in the world com- 
bined, carrying its beneficient heat to 
temper the climate of continents, one 
begins to relize that of all the forces 
of the physical world none can equal 
this one river of the ocean. 

It is interesting to note in the his- 
tory of the Gulf Stream how great 
its influence has been on the fortunes 
of the New World. Before the dis- 
covery of America, strange woods and 
fruits were frequently found on the 
shores of Europe and off-lying islands. 
Some of these were seen and exam- 
ined by Columbus, and to his thought- 
ful mind they were convincing evi- 
dence of the fact that strange lands 
were somewhere to the westward. 
These woods were carried by the Gulf 
Stream and by the prevailing winds 
from the American ^continent, so that 
in part, the stream is responsible for 
the discovery of the New World. 

Influence in Colonizing America 

The influence of the Gulf Stream in 
the colonization of America was very- 
great. The division of the English 
colonies into New England and Vir- 
ginia was probably in part due to the 
routes by which they were reached. 



Vessels bound from England to New 
England crossed the North Atlantic 
outside the limit of the Gulf Stream, 
or in a feeble adverse current. They 
had the advantage too, of crossing the 
Newfoundland Banks and of being 
able to surely replenish their provi- 
sions by fishing. 

This voyage, however, much as the 
advantage might be either by the 
shorter distance or the gaining of food 
was not thought to be practicable 
with a vessel bound to the Southern 
Colonies. They sailed south to the 
trade-wind region, through th<> Carib- 
bean and around Cuba, thence follow- 
ing the Gulg Stream to their port. 

The Dutch adopted this passage to 
the Hudson, so that really Nantucket 
Island became the dividing line be- 
tween the two voyages; a difference 
of 100 or 200 miles in destination 
caused a difference in the length of 
the passage of about 3000 miles. 

The name of "Gulf Stream" was 
first suggested by Benjamin Frank- 
lin because it issues from the Gulf of 
Mexico. While it is only a part of the 
grand scheme of ocean circulation, 
and the Gulf of Mexico is in reality- 
only a stopping place, as it were, for 
its "waters, this name is generally ap- 
plied to the current now as it was 
given by Franklin— that is, the cur- 



rent coming from the Gulf of Mexico 
and spreading abroad over the North 
Atlantic. 



Lectures Were Not Heard. 

It is said, In 
which Matthew Arnold was very un- 
fortunate, and that was In public 
speaking. "Matthew Arnold." says 
Major Pond in "Eccentricities of 
iVenius," "came to America and fare, 
100 lectures. Nobody ever heard one 
of them, not even those sitting in the 
front row. In a letter to his sister 
Fanny, Arnold describes how General 
Grant called at the office of the Trib- 
une to thank that paper for its full 
account of one of his lectures because 
he had "heard Imperfectly." What 
Arnold did not know was that Grant, 
after a few minutes of attentive lis- 
tening, was overheard to say to his 
wife, "Well, wife, we have paid to see 
the British lion. We can't hear him 
roar, so we had better go home."

Five Hundred Days Without Water. 

Interesting experiments of great iui- 
portance to areas liiib : e to severe 
drought were earried out recently by 
the Grootfonteln School of Agriculture 
in South Africa to ascertain whether 
stock could be kept alive for lengthy 
periods on u ration of prickly pear 
leaves alone. It was demonstrated that 
sheep, though they fell off in condi- 
tion, could exist for 280 days solely 
on a diet of prickly pear, and when 
a small allowance of lucerne was fed 
In addition after that period the sheep 
were able to go for 500 days without a 
drop of water, depending on the moist- 
ure from the prickly pear.

James Tillinghast, executive State 
chairman Women's committee, pre- 
sided. After welcoming the newest 
"Republican Baby," reports were 
called for from the seven senatorial 
districts comprised in this division 
given by their respective State com- 
mittee chairmen, and much of politi- 
cal educational value was learned. 

Mrs. Wellington, State chairman of 
Education and Naturalization, and 
Mrs. Keene, State Chairman of the 
Legislative Committee of the Wom- 
en's division, both good "speakers, 
gave an account of their work, and 
it's influence. While it was shown 
that in most towns the men are will- 
ing and glad to work shoulder to 
shoulder with the women of their 
party affiliation, in some instances 
they are loth to put them on the bal- 
lot fearing an upheaval. This feeling 
is dissolving however, due to the fine, 
conscientious work the women now 
holding public office are demonstrat- 
ing. The men are also appreciating 
the fact that women worked for the 
ballot, primarily, for the opportunity 
to express their point of view politi- 
cally through it, rather than as sim- 
ply a voting privilege; and are be- 
ginning: to realize that in a state with 
70,000 more women woters than men, 
co-operation between the men and 
women on the basis of political equali- 
ty makes for party union and 
strength, as nothing else can. 

A fine tribute was paid by Mrs. 
Tillinghast to some of the former 
leaders in the anti-suffrage movement, 
who, when they saw it was the desire 
of the majority of the women of the 
United States to vote, laid down their 
arms, and made a broadminded sur- 
render, and are doing some of the 
best work in political organizations. 

The morning session adjourned un- 
til two o'clock for luncheon, which 
was served in the Congregational 
Church Vestry by Group G. Too much 
in appreciation cannot be said of the 
delicious food, beautifully decorated 
tables and splendid service, whiich 
over a hundred guests enjoyed.

Express Badly Tangled Up Wednes- 
day Morning 

One of the early inward expresses, 
due through Winchester in the vicini- 
ty of 8 o'clock, was wrecked at Win- 
chester Highlands Wednesday morn- 
ing, six of the eight cars of the train 
being derailed and about 25 of the 
passengers injured. No one was 
killed, owing to the fact that three of 
the leading cars were of the new 
steel construction, and the injuries 
received consisted largely of broken 
bones and cuts. 

The train. No. 305, front Concord, 
N. H., and known as the Silver Lake 
Special, was > hauled by locomotive 
3040, a big Pacific type. The first 
was an old combination baggage and 
smoker. This was followed by three 
new steel day coaches, a Pullman and 
two other coaches. It is thought that 
sqjne part of the first car dropped 
underneath between Montvale and 
the Highlands station, and when the 
train struck the switch to the Win- 
chester freight yard the track was 
torn up and the train wrecked. 

The wreck occurred at 8:20 and 
the train was on time, traveling at 
high speed. The locomotive held the 
rails, its tender and the six follow- 
ing cars going off the track and tear- 
ing up the roadbed. The forward car- 
lost its trucks and was pulled along 
by the locomotive on its bottom for 
the length of eight cars. Fortunately 
it remained upright, but the passen- 
gers inside had an exciting experi- 
ence. 

The trucks of this car wedged Uti 
der Jthe steel coach following, the 
weight of the train forcing them deep 
into the ground and tearing up the 
roadbed before the wreck stopped. 
These cars, although thrown at all an- 
gles, were hardly scratched, and it 
was due wholly to their construction 
that a bad loss of life did not occur. 

A peculiar condition caused was 
that the wreck broke the switch rods 
and threw the switch to the freight 
yard track, tne locomotive and the last 
car being on the main line and the 
next to the last car headed for the 
yard. 

A half dozen windows were broken 
in one car, either by passengers try- 
ing to escape from the car or by the 
jar of the wreck, but all of the doors 
were clear for escape. The passen- 
gers, variously estimated at from 300 
to 1000, poured out of the cars, the 
injured being assisted by those unhurt 
and by employees of the J. O. Whitten 
Company. Manager Clarence Per- 
kins and superintendent Paul J. Slack 
aided in caring for the injured and 
immediately opened their offices for 
their comfort, broadcasting at once an 
emergency call for doctors and help. 

Mrs. Alice Gormley, visiting nurse, 
happened to be in the vicinity and she 
saw the wreck. She went immediate- 
ly to the scene and did active and ef- 
fective work in caring for the in- 
jured. Much praise is due her for her 
very efficient work. Dr. Richard W. 
Sheehy was the first physician on the 
ground, and he had a busy hour l>e- 
fore he turned over his final patient. 

One trainman had a broken shoul- 
der, another man three broken ribs, 
still another a broken wrist, and oth- 
ers had minor injuries. In all it is 
estimated that about 25 persons were 
injured, a number leaving after treat- 
ment before their names were secured. 
One patient was taken at once to the 
Winchester Hospital and another went 
on the relief train, which backed up 
from Winchester centre, to the relief 
hospital. This relief train was run in 
on a special track at the North Sta- 
tion, and met by a dozen or more am- 
bulances, exaggerated stories of the 
wreck having spread, but there was 
no need for them. 

Doctors Dennett, Ordway and Put- 
nam responded to the emergency call, 
but found no work for them to do 
when they arrived, and Arthur Mul- 
len, Jr., at the Whitten Co. was an- 
other who performed active work in 
assisting the passengers. 

The Winchester police immediately 
upon receiving the emergency call, 
placed a squad of officers about the 
wreck, and these men had a busy time 
handling the big crowd of sightseers 
who flocked to the place. The tele- 
phone company had an emergency 
wire strung to the scene and in use for 
trainmen and passengers 25 minutes 
after the accident, direct communica- 
tion being given railroad officials at 
Boston. Unit Wire Chief J. M. Cam- 
erson and foreman Drevistson and his 
crew received much praise for this ef- 
ficient work. All of the telephones at 
the Whitten Company were also placed 
at the disposal of the passengers and 
trainmen. 

Most of the passengers were Lowell 
people, and of these five were taken 
directly to their homes in the conva- 
lescent coach of Kelley & Hawes. Oth- 
ers who were not injured spent the 
entire day on the scene, watching the 
clearing away of the wreck. 

The wrecker arrived about an hour 
after the accident, a second wrecker 
being sent down from Nashua, and the 
debris was tackled at each end. The 
Joss to the railroad will be small from 
a viewpoint of equipment and way 
damage, only the combination car be- 
ing wrecked badly. The steel cars 
were hardly scratched and the rear 
cars undamaged. 

The wreck was cleared by night, the j 
outward track being opened before 
5 o'clock. Northern trains were sent | 
over the Woburn loop, Montvale, Wal- I 
nut Hill and Stoneham being the only | 
places without service during the day. 
The train was in charge of engineer > 
J. S. Chadwick. fireman H. J. Hewitt : 
and conductor H. F. Smith. 

A young woman had a narrow es- 
eape at the Winchester station Tues- 
day morning when attempting to board 
a train for Boston. She missed her 
step and fell, narrowly escaping be- 
ing run over. The train was brought 
to a sudden stop and she was assisted 
to her feet, suffering only the bruises 
of her fall. She was so shaken that 
she returned to her home.

000,000 a year has been 
effected and that measured by the 
purchasing value of a dollar today 
aptvnst four years ago. 

The last speaker. Dr. Teyhi Hsieh, 
called the Teddy Roosevelt of China, 
combined the characters of actor, or- 
ator, diplomat and seer in his color- 
ful personality. His subject was "The 
World Court " He was unennivoeally 
in favor of if. and felt the Washing- 
ton Conference had done much to fur- 
ther it. He remarked that as Ameri- 
ca in itself is a league of nations, 
comprising as it does all nationali- 
ties, why should we wish to join a 
league of countries or nations. Fie 
lauded America as the leader of world 
powers today, and the liberator of 
China. He paid great respect to the 
power women have with the vote, say- 
ing in China if you convert one man, 
you have one man convert, but if you 
convert one woman, you may have a 
whole family of converts. 

In closing the meeting, Mrs. Til- 
linghast urged the out-of-town dele- 
gates who already have no Women's 
Republican Club in their towns, to 
organize one. and complimented the 
Winchester Club for it's efficient work 
in having such a snlendid organiza- 
tion started and advised a meeting 
once a month, not only to keep in 
touch with the party, but conversant 
with measures coming before the leg- 
islative bodies. By those attending, 
it was voted a most interesting and 
intensively educational day along po- 
litical subjects.

A disastrous fire at N'antasket 
Beach, Massachusetts, directs atten- 
tion to a stretch of New England coast 
which has a triple ReoRraphical in- 
terest, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C, headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. 

Here nature has laid bare to the 
most casual observer a frequent, but 
generally hidden, process of the mak- 
ing of this continent. The Federal 
government has erected nearby oiil' of 
the world's most remarkable light- 
houses. The Sate of Massachusetts 
has made its citizens, not the conces- 
sionaires, the sovereigns of one of the 
finest beaches on the north Atlantic- 
coast. 

Shaped Like Cape Cod 

N'antasket Beach stretches for an 
unbroken five miles alone; the seaward 
side of a peninsula which distends its 
scrawny neck from the juncture of the 
towns of Cohasset and Hull, turns its 
Adam's apple toward the pleasant 
inland waterway from Boston harbor, 
and bends its head low, as if in rever- 
ence to historic Hingham, on this in- 
land shore. The formation of the pe- 
ninsula bears an uncanny miniture 
likeness to that of Cape Coil, farther 
south, 

Minofs Light Hashes its "1-4-3" 
signal over a granite shore which once 
was the bane of mariners and now is 
the blessing of Boston. A lighthouse 
is symbolic of man's conquest of na- 
ture; this one seems to epitomize the 
steadfastness of the people who for 
years picked the splintered wreckage 
of every storm from the rocks where 
they now plant their summer homes 
and along the sands where they now 
find surcease from the citv's summer 
hear. 

Within a nine-year period ending in 

the forties two score vessels were 
dashed to pieces on the Cohasset reefs 
and in six of these the entire crew 
perished. 

First Beacon Washed Away 

The first lighthouse was built in 
1850, One year later a great gale 
snapped it off as if it had been an old 
stick, and engulfed its two tenders. 
Then began the task of building, on 
this sea-circled rock, exposed only at 
low tide in certain seasons, a tower 
thai would defy any storm. 

From the quarries of Quincy came 
tin- granite and stone cutters who 
worked with a sculpture's precision 
to shape and tit the blocks of the new 
structure. Even harder was the task 
'if chiseling off a base for the struc- 
ture on the half-submerged, reef. 

In all of the year 1855 the jealous 
sea allowed but 130 working hours, 
and the following year was little bet- 
ter. No man could work on the rocks 
who could not swim, no boat was hand- 
ed there except in company of another 
boat, and while the men were working 
during the precious low-tide, smooth- 
sea hours a boat always was waiting 
to rescue those washed from the rocks. 
An Engineering Triumph 

After three years of this precarious 
and patient task the first stone of the 
present structure was laid. Mean- 
while the stones had been cut, fitted, 
and assembled for conveyance on an 
island in Cohasset harbor. One by- 
one, with no single loss of life, nor a 
single wasted trip for a wrong stone, 
1070 of these great granite blocks 
were put in place. Today the New 
World Solomon's Temple stands as 
firm as the day the first light flashed 
from its beacon in 1855. Often the 
spray of the waves dashes against the 
windows of its light, feet high. 

Threading its way between the 
boulders of the shore and the salt 
marshes runs Jerusalem road with its 
beautiful summer homes. linking resi- 
dential Cohasset with the State Park 
reservation at N'antasket. Upon a 
rocky eminence at one end of Nan- 
raskct beach is a fashionable hotel, 
at the other are rows of modest cot- 
tages. Between are bath houses, 
operated at cost, by the State of 
Massachusetts, models of cleanliness, 
convenience, and comfort. 

Trust to Bathers' Conscience 

Two characteristics of this beach 
impress the visitor. New England 
takes its liberties seriously; even to 
refraining from anv restrictions upon 
bathing suits. No policemen are 
armed with tape measures, there is no 
code posted anywhere about the style 
of bathing suits. The authorities 
hold that this policy makes for modes- 
ty. Those who prefer the Coney Island 
type of amusement may indulge 
their taste, but the amusement parks 
are far back from the shore line so 
that even at highest tide tens of thou- 
sands of bathers can find ample space 
in the sand and under the sun. 

The granite boulders of Cohasset 
tell a long, long story of world-build- 
ing forces, active in many regions, 
but seldom so apparent as here. A 
geologist need only scan the rocky 
pages of Cohasset and Hull to recon- 
struct the past. 

Once upon a time, his story runs, 
perhaps a hundred million years ago 
during the age of the first life on this 
sphere, lofty Alpine mountains pierced 
the clouds in this region. 

When Granite Was Formed 

Far beneath them, they exerted a 
tremendous pressure, at least fifteen 
thousand pounds per inch, and formed 
granite. In the course of millenniums 
these mountains were worn entirely 
away, at the rate of an inch or so per 
century, and then the buried granite 
began to warp and corrugate as the 
asphalt does in a pavement on a hot 
lay. and the softer materials about 
it were worn gradually away. 

Finally the granit'* reached the sur- 
face, cracked and faulted in places, 
mixed with lava in others, at which 
time formed the ledges much as they 
DOW appear along the coast. 

Nature had not quite finished her 
work. They had yet to !>.• given their 
final dressing and polishing. The ice- 
age came to New England, and slowly 
over the granite crept millions of tons 
of ice. Glaciers ground their way 
southward, ripping channels in granite 
and lava. Scraping and scratching 
ridges, and filling in depressions with 
the gravel and clay they carried along. 

Before the ice withdrew it contri- 
buted the final touch by deftly poising 
numerous boulders on ridges where 
they remain today, inexplicable 
"balanced rocks" to the uninitiated. 



Such a rock is "Tipping Rock" at Co- 
hasset. 

At Nantasket Beach this granite 
ledge dipped under the sea a bit 
waves set to work piling up sand 
thereon. The rocks reappear at Al- 
lertofl and Pemberton. at the North 
end of the peninsula, so that the beach 
is literally a cushion of sand, placed 
in a hammock of rock, for a city's 
summer resting place.

Cloud Bank Rims a Continent. 

A Singular atmospheric phenomenon 
recently noted along the western coast 
of South America is a bank or band 
of cloud extending for two thousand 
mtles, from Ecuador to the center of 
Chile, anil following the trend of the 
coast range of hills. The cloud band 
Is between ten and twenty miles broad, 
! floats at an elevation of between two 

I thousand and three thousand feet and 

has a vertical thickness of not less 
than one thousand feet. This curious 
phenomenon is ascribed to the preva- 
lence of cool southerly and southwest- 
erly winds blowing obliquely along- 
shore, and having their moisture con- 
densed by the coast hill ra#;e Just suf- 
ficiently to produce clouds without 
rain.

chester, who died Dec. 10. The legal 
battle opened Tuesday in the Superior 
Court, East Cambridge, and the an- 
nouncement the matter had been set- 
tled came yesterday afternoon. The 
estate entailed is valued at $80,000. 

Mr. Bond was married three times. 
His first wife died, his second mar- 
riage ended in a divorce in February, 
1913, after seven months, and he mar- 
ried again a few years ago. He died 
at 71. 

He left to his wife, whose age was 
said to be 50, his entire estate for 
life, and at her death it was to be dis- 
tributed among various relatives and 
public institutions, including five chil- 
dren by his first wife, Herbert T.

Skeletons and Pottery in Tombs.

A singlt graphic exemple of what 
a tidal wave in Chile can do is pro- 
vided by the experience of an Ameri- 
can naval office*, during a similiar up- 
heavel, when his vessel was carried 
three miles up the coast, two miles 
inland, and dropped at the foot of a 
range of the Andes Mountains. 

Earthquakes and tidal waves are 
discussed in a bulletin from the Na- 
tional Geographic Society which also 
quotes from a communication by the 
late Rear Admiral L. G. Billings, 
whose unparalled adventure occurred 
some hundreds of miles north of the 
recently devastated towns. 

There is no natural phenomenon 
more deeply interesting and yet so 
little understood as the seismic dis- 
turbances which have from earliest 
history devastated the earth and car- 
ried terror and dismay into the hearts 
of all survivors, says the bulletin. 

Up to 1903, it is computed by an 
ancient scientist. Compte de Ballore, 
there had been 159,782 recorded earth- 
quakes. Of later years, when more 
aceurace records have been kept, they 
have averaged about 60 a year. There 
is comfort to the dwellers in most of 
the world to know that 94 per cent of 
recorded shocks have occurred in two 
narrow, well-defined belts — one called 
the Mediterranean, with 53 per cent 
to its credit, and, the other, the Cir- 
cum-Pacific, with 41 per cent— while 
the remainder of the world has only 
6 per cent, widely distributed. 

U. S. Had One Major Quake 
The United States has been singu- 
larly free from recorded seismic dis- 
turbance, perhaps the most disastrous 
being in 1811, when a very severe 
shock occurred in the Mississippi Val- 
ley south of the Ohio, which was felt 
in New York in one direction and in 
the West Indies in another. This 
earthquake changed the face of the 
earth. A vast extent of land was 
sunk, lakes were formed, and even the 
course of the Mississippi Hirer was 
obsructed for a time. 

Most of the earthquakes occurring 
of late years can hardly be classed 
with the great ones of history, nearly 
all of the destruction being caused by 
uncontrollable fires. In the more 
stable zones long periods may elapse 
between shocks, as for instance, in 
KingsaJYi, Jamaica, 215 years inter- 
vened. 

The cause of earthquakes and vol- 
canoes is an elusive problem, not yet 
settled to the satisfaction of the 
scientist. Tremors of the earth may 
be caused by many thmgs. The ex- 
plosion of mines, falling in of caves, 
slipping of rock strata, and many 
other movements of the earth may 
cause them I but for the great shocks 
which have recurred almost since the 
history of the world began we must 
look further. 

Still Ignorant of Cause 

Though many times there seems to 
be an intimate connection between 
earthquakes and volcanoes, the law 
regardinir them has not been estab- 
lished. Some remarkable coincidences 
have been observed in late years. 
The terrible cataclysm of Mount Pe- 
lt>o, which, on May 8, 1!»02. almost 
instantly killed 30,noO inhabitants, 
was preceded by the earthquake which 
in January and April of the same year 
wrecked a number of c ; ties in Mexico 
and Guatemala. The distance between 
these points i£ at least 2000 miles, 
showing how deep-seated must have 



been the disturbance^ ^F.^sW^as been 
suggested, there w»a communication 
between them. The great San Fran- 
cisco earthquake was preceded only 
two days by one of the most violent 
eruptions of Besuvius recorded in 
many years. 

It is also a significant fact that the 
fuming island off the coast of Alaska, 
called Bogoslof No. 3. appeared at al- 
most the same time. A revenue cut- 
ter, visiting this island, was astonished 
to see that the mountain, or hill, some 
400 feet high, on the island, had dis- 
appeared, and in its place a bay had 
been formed. Soundings showed a 
depth of from 8 to 25 fathoms of 
water. 

Quakes Preceded Great Katmai 
Explosion 

The greatest of recent volcanic dis- 
turbances which blew the top off of 
Mount Katmai in Alaska and gave 
birth to the wonderful Valley of Ten 
Thousand Smokes was preceded and 
accompanied hy a series of severe 
earthquakes. *' 

Admiral Billings described the great 
tidal wave which he saw at Africa 
then in Peru, some years ago. He Was 
an officer on the U. S. S. "Wateree" 
which was anchored in the harbor at 
Arica at the time of the cataclysm. 

Sometime after the initial tremor, 
ho wn te, the Sea receded until the 
shipping was left stranded while as 
far to seaward as our vision would 
reach, we saw the rocky bottom of the 
sea, never before exposed to human 
gaze, with struggling rish and mon- 
sters of the deep left high and dry. 
The round-bottomed ships keeled over 
on their beam ends, while the "Water- 
ee" rested easily on her floor-like bot- 
tom; and when the returning sea, not 
like a wave, but rather like an enor- 
mous tide, came sweeping back, roll- 
ing our unfortunate companion ships 
over and over, leaving some bottom 
up and othors masses of wreckage, the 
"Wateree" rose easily over the tos- 
sing waters unharmed. 

From this moment the sea seemed 
to defy the laws of nature. Currents 
ran in contrary directions, and we 
were borne here and there with a 
speed we could not have equalled had 
we been steaming for our lives. At 
irregular intervals the earthquake 
shocks recurred, but none of them so 
vi< lent or long-continued as the first. 
Sea Bottom Laid Bare For Miles 
About 8 :.'}() p. m. the lookout hailed 
the deck and reported a breaker ap- 
proaching. Looking seaward, we saw, 
first, a thin line of phosporescetit 
light, which loomed higher and higher 
until it seemed to touch the sky; its 
crest, crowned with the death light of 
phosphorescent glow, showing the sul- 
len masses of water below. Heralded 
by the thundering roar of a thousand 
breakers combined; the dreaded tidal 
wave was upon us at last. Of all the 
horrors of this dreadful time, this 
seemed the worst. Chained to the 
spot, helpless to escape, with all the 
preparations made which human skill 
could suggest, we could but watch 
the monster wave approach without 
the sustaining help of action. That 
the ship could ride through the mass- 
es of water about to overwhelm us 
seemed impossible. We could only 
grip the lifeline and wait the coming 
catastrophe. 

With a crash our gallant ship was 
overwhelmed and buried deep beneath 
a^ semi-solid mass of sand and water. « 
For a breathless eternity we were 
submerged; then groaning in every 
timber, the staunch old "Wateree" 
struggled again to the surface, with 
her gasping crew still clinging to the 
life lines — some few seriously wound- 
ed bruised, and battered; none killed; 
not even one missing. A miracle it 
seemed to us then, and as I look back 
through the years it seems doubly 
miraculous now. 

Undoubtedly our safety was due to 
the design of the ship which permitted 
the water to run off the deck as it 
would from a raft or floating plank. 

Stranded High on Shore 
The ship was swept on rapidly for 
a time, but after a while the motion 
ceased, and, lowering a lantern over 
the side, we found ourselves on shore, 
but where we knew not. Smaller 
waves washed about us for a time, 
but presently they eased. 

The morning sun broke on a scene 
of desolation seldom witnessed. We 
found ourselves high and dry in a 
little cove, or rather indentation in 
the coast line. We had been carried 
some three miles up the coast and 
nearly 2 miles inland. The wave had 
carried us over the sand dunes bor- 
dering the ocean, across a valley, and 
over the railroad track, leaving us at 
» h j foot °^ tne seacoa8t range of the 
Ades. On the nearly perpendicular 
front of the mountain our navigator 
discovered the marks of the tidal 
wave, and, by measurements, found it 
to have been 47 feet high, not includ- 
ing the comb. Had the wave carried 
us 200 feet further, we would inevi- 
tably have been dashed to piecea 
against the mountain side. 



Who Invented Bowie Knife. 

Some authorities say that the Bowie 
knife was Invented hy Col. James 
Bowie, who was horn in 1790, ami was 
killed in the Alamo with Cot Travl* 
and David Crockett in lH."fi during the 
Texan revolution against Mexi u. Cot- 
Bowie was a great hunter and one of 
the must daring Indian fighters in the 
southern states.

If anyone feels inclined to fear that 
Greece is in a way to pass wholly 
from the world stage because of the 
tremendous reverses which she has 
suffered recently, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C, headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society, 
, "he has only to glance back into his- 
tory to change his mind. 

There are few parallels, continues 
the bulletin quoting a communication 
to the Society, to the striking racial 
phenomena n of Hellenic continuity 
throughout the vicissitudes of 2000 
vears. Modern research has penetra- 
ted the dark byways of medieval 
Greek history, and we now know that 
the Greeks, whatever their temporary 
fate, have preserved unbroken the 
thread of their national existence. 
Language Bond With Classic Past 

The firmest bond which unites the 
Greek of today with his illustrious 
forebears of the golden age is the 
Greek language, the essential ele- 
ments of which remain as they were 
In the days when the tongue served 
as the medium of the noblest poetry 
and the sublimest philosophy which 
the race has yet produced. This 
tongue traces its unbroken lineage 
back through medieval and New Tes- 
tament Greek to the classic speech of 
Plato and of his contemporaries. 

And yet, with all this continuity of 
language, there has existed in Greece 
for some years a linguistic condition 
«f affairs around which centers a con- 
troversy at once comic or tragic; for 
(here are in Greece two languages, 
or, rather, <^e one language in two 
forms -one written by the newspa- 
pers, spoken by the educated classes, 
and used in parliamentary debates 
and in public documents, including the 
Scriptures, the circulation of which 
is regulated by law: and the other a 
vernacular used by the masses of the 
people, containing many words of 
foreign origin, especially Turkish and 
Italian, arising from those periods of 
foreign occupation, with a much sim- 
plified grammar and rarely reduced 
to writing, except for private com- 
munications. The former is the 
cultured t< ngue; the latter the popu- 
lar idiom; and between the two there 
ragos a merciless warfare, in which 
fanatical students of the university 
have lost their lives ministers their 
portfolios, and a Metropolitan of 
Athens his miter. 

Greek Scholar at Disadvantage 

Th.' controversy is too intricate to 
bo briefly summarized, and like most 
questions which divide the Levantine 
jivnd, it is probably not to be settled 
wholly in favor of either extreme 
part) . 

The use of these two tongues is a 
BOUrce of much confusion to the visi- 
tor in Greece, especially if he has 
reckoned upon his knowledge of class- 
ic Greek to assist him in his travels. 
He will be able indeed to read the 
newspapers without much difficulty, 
but he will be uterly lost in conver- 
sation, not only because of the pro- 
nunciation, which is vastly different 
from the Erusmian method in which 
Westerners are schooled, but because 
the spoken tongue, being demotic, 
will have a vastly different vocabu- 
lary from that which he has taken 
from the dictionary.

War Canoe Race to Be Run Over 
Half-Mile Course With turn 

In staging its big- open canoe meet 
on Mystic l-ake June 16th. the Med- 
ford Boat Club will run a race which 
is creating more interest among ca- 
noeists than has been manifest al- 
most since the .sport began in this 
section. This will be a mile war ca- 
noe race with a turn. 

Already seven of the big boats, 
each .-eating nine men, have been 
entered for the race, and at least three 
other crews have reported that they 
expect to enter. The war canoe race 
has always been the principal event 
in canoe racing, it usually being pad- 
died over a straight-away mile course.

For the spectators the race should 
provide a thrill, a- it is no mean feat 
to turn the big boats running slowly, 
t" say nothing of accomplishing it 
when they are under headway. 

.Mystic Lake affords exceptional op- 
portunity to witness the race, which 
Will be run alongside the Mystic Val- 
ley Parkway from start to finish. 

This open meet is the first of its 
kind to be held in this vicinity for a 
number of year.-. It will be by far 
the biggest event the paddlers have 
engaged in here since 1913, when the 
A. ('. A. meet was held in eastern 
water.-. Th.' competition is excep- 
tionally keen all along the line, for 
the list of events include- the regu- 
lation A. C. A. races — war canoe, 
club fours, single single, double sin- 
gle, tandem single, tandem double and 
club four double. 

From thne to four crews are out 

every Sunday morning on the lake, 
attracting much attention, Medford 
sports two of the big' war canoes and 
Winchester Boat Club one, the latter 
boat being a specially designed and 
constructed new craft, said to be the 
speediest in eastern water.-. 

This meet is the start of a three- 
day regatta at the Medford Club, held 
in observance of its 25th anniversary. 
In addition to the racing there are to 
be sailing events for decked and open 
canoes, novelty sports and an illumi- 
nation, with a big reunion on the 
evening of the 16th and open house 
on the 16th, 17th and 18th.

Without >uch savings, these 
could be no extension of exit-ting fa- 
cilities through which additional la- 
bor may be employed and further 
wealth may he treat 'd. 

The present wealth of the United 
State.- is estimated to be approxi- 
mately $300,000,000,000, whi< h. sum 
reprcs ints the total of all savings 
from its beginning. It exists today 
principally in the form of physical 
property and surplus stores of com- 
modities as yet unconsumed, As our 
weath increases the country prospers, 
and a- riie I xcess IS reduced the peo- 
ple are adversely affected by unem- 
ployment and privation. 

I lining the last five years, the to- 
tal increase of savings hank deposits 
in Massachusetts was only $9,000,000, 
or the equivalent of less than 50 cents 
per capita per year. 

It appears probable that there will 
be a total registration of more than 
300,000 pleasure autoriiob'les in this 
state during the present year, winch, 
at the conservative allowance of a 
little over $300 each for upkeep, will 
represent a total expenditure of $100,- 
000,000, or more than $25 per capita. 

When we consume more than fifty 
times as much per year for maintain- 
ing pleasure vehicles as we invest in 
savings, we are manifesting a ten- 
dency which does not augur well for 
the future of our country.

The p.'-k and the shovel already 
have carried secular history to the 
historj to :he period of the eleventh 
chapter of Genesis, have found evi- 
dence to reconstruct the daily life • f 
the times of Abraham, and have re- 
vealed the essential differences of 
customs in the Tigris-Euphrates del- 
ta from those ,,f Tutankhamen's time 
along the Nile. 

Th, familiar story of the tower of 
Babel gives the clue to one such dif- 
ference. You /Will recall how the 
children of Ncah, in the Bible narra- 
tive, .-aid to one another, "Let us 
bud I us a city, and a tower." 

The temples of Egypt had a succes- 
sion of chambers on the ground level; 
a characteristic of a Babylonian tem- 
ple were its chambers arranged verti- 
cally, each successive story getting a 
little smaller than the one beneath. 
In modern parlance, Egyptians tended 
toward bungalow architecture; the 
Babylonians had the first skyscrapers. 

One. then, may picture Babylonia 
of Abraham's time as a land dotted 
with busy towns, each walled around 
with brick, and having a tower as pre- 
tentious as it could afford. 

Booms Like i'ullman Cars 

The writer of Genesis makes an- 
other significant statement he records 
that these early Semitic peoples "had 
brick f< r stone, and slime they had 
for mortar." There being no stone in 
this region the use of brick was uni- 
versal, and this absence of both stone 
and wood had a marked influence upon 
the dwellings. Roof-beams w.-re 
scarce, hence,the rooms were long and 
narrow, even *in the palace of the 
city's priest-king, which usually ad- 
joined the tower. 

Politically. Babylon was not vet a 
nation. Ur, Umma and Lagash were 
city-states comparable in their pride 
and prowess to Florence, Venice, and 
Milan of medieval Europe. 

How they came to clash is easily 
understood by noting their plan- Fn 
thi center were tower and palace, 
around these " ere dwellings, and this 
i luster of buildings was rimmed with 
cultivated land, Beyond this culti- 
vated belt was the pasture land, net- 
to! with irrigation canals, always 
held in common. As the towns grew 
and more crazing land was needed 
trouble arose. "And thciv was a 
strife between the herdinen of Abra- 
ham's cattle and the herdmen of Lot's 
cattle." 

< ontrast to Egyptian Life 

The contrast between this town life 
period of Babylonia and the Empire 
of Egypt was as great as that be- 
tween our own New England com- 
munities of the mid-eighteenth cen- 
tury and the regal splendor of France 
under Louis XIV. 

This "small town" period of Baby- 
lonia disappeared, however, with the 
conquests of Sargon, King of Akkad 
(not the Assyrian) who ruled nearly 
2500 years before Tutankhamen was 
interred. 

Further explorations among the 
remains of the city of Abraham will 
be secondary to the greatest single 
find in this region— the code of Ham- 
murabi. This scholarly king ruled in 
Babylon about 2300 B. C, and the laws 
he codified are proof of a high civi- 
lization built' up through many cen- 
turies before his time. 

Wine Merchants Supervised 

Raids on gay road-house parties 
were common in those days. Wine 
selling was regulated and the en- 
forcement was put squarely up to the 
vender. One section of the penal code 
provided, "If a wine merchant has al- 
lowed riotous characters to assemble 
in her house, and those riotous char- 
acters (she) has not seizs-d and driven 
to the palace, that wine merchant 
shall be put to death." 

A maid might sue for breach of 
promise, a landholder had to pay a 
heavier tax if he did not cultivate' his 
allotment, guardians were provided 
for estates of widows and orphans. 

Mounds and occasional masses of 
brick were laid bare by winter rains, 
and ditches which hint at the canals 
of anejaborate irrigation system, are 
the only surface traces left in lower 
Mesopotamia today of this splendid 
civilization. 

One puts to himself many questions 
as he gazes at these slight visible 
vestiges of a people of whom James 
Baikie wrote, "In Babylonia life in 
Abraham's time was practically as 
thoroughly organized and as carefully- 
regulated as it is in our own."

International politics- is bringing 
about the building up of a new in- 
dustrial district in Germany, accord- 
ing to dispatches, which state that 
Germany factory owners, left in Po- 
land by the division of Upper Silesia, 
are moving their enterprises to Thu- 
ringia. The new factory region is the 
subject of the following bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C. headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society: 

The few Americans who can name 
the many former kingdoms, grand 
duchie.s, duchies and principalities 
that make up the crazy-quilt map of 
Germany may be stumped by Thurin- 
gia, for officially it does not exist. It 
is a familiar term to the German, 
however, and is most comparable per- 
haps to our "New England"' which 
name though nut a political unit, has 
it> historic reason for existence, and 
its definite group of officially labelled 
divisions. 

Germany's Bajr of Odds and Ends 

Thuringia is across the old kingdom 
of Saxony from Silesia and consti- 
tutes the very heart of Germany — a 
region safely away from frontiers, 
which in recent years in Europe have 
shown a disconcerting reluctance to 
"stay |iut." There, too. are large 
numbers of potential laborers, far 
from prosperous and anxious to work. 
.Mote important still, large iron-ore 
deposits have recently been discovered 
in the region. , 

Thuringia might be de-scribed, in so 
far as its political divisions are con- 
cerned, as Germany's batr of odds and 
ends. Hen- is the greatest concen- 
tration of the tiny ami, much-hyphen- 
ated duchies and' principalities that 
have been the despair of generation 
after generation of geography class- 
es. Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, Saxe-Wei- 
mar-Eisenach, Saxe-Altenburg, Saxe- 
Moiningen, Schwarzburg--Rudolstadt, 
Schwarzburg-Sondershausen, Reuss- 
Grei7: and Reuss-Schleiz are the inde- 
pendent divisions in Thuringia; and in 
addition the term covers detached and 
nearby fragments of Prussia, Saxony 
and Bavaria, in the midst of which 
three former kingdoms ThurinLMa is 



set down. But despite its heavy bar- 
rage of nomenclature the entire Thu- 
ringian region is little, if any, larger 
than New Jersey, fourth smallest of 
our States. 

Why Younger Sons Are Set Adrift 

The Thuringian statelets, incident- 
ally, are a shining negative example 
of why most monarchies long ago 
fixed on the principle of primegeni- 
| ture, and turned the younger sons out 
to shift for themselves. Had that 
principle been adopted at an early 
date by the Saxons, Saxony and not 
Prussia might have become the lead- 
ing power in Germany, and led to a 
' vastly different German Empire. 
Thuringia and Saxony fell into one 
j inheritance in 14SJ but a division was 
i made in 1485. While the present 
! Saxony has remained practically at 
1 its strength at the time of the divi- 
sion, the Thuringian portion was di- 
' vided ai.d subdivided to afford patches 
of territory and titles to younger 
sons. 

Until primogeniture was adopted 
| the division went merrily on until at 
times a dozen or more principalities 
exisited. Through the dying out if 
some lines and the reuniting of prop- 
erties, the number has been gradual- 
ly reduced; but while one half of the 
old Saxony has retained its power, 
the other half is negligible in German 
councils — a sort of exemplification in 
national fortunes of the American 
formula, "shirtsleeves to shirtsleeves 
in three generations." 

Luther was born on the border of 
Thuringia at Eislegen, went to school 
in the most Thuringian of Thuringian 
towns, Eisenach, and took his degree 
at the University of Erfurt. When 
his declaration at Worms had placed 
his life in danger, Frederick the Wise 
of Saxony hid Luther near Eisenach 
in the famous Thuringian castle of 
Wartburg where he remained for 
abi ut a year while his cause grew in 
popularity. 

That Thuringian traditions still 
make the region important socially 
was proved when after the World War 
a convention was called to frame a 
new German constitution. Weimar, 
in the very heart of Thuringia. was 
chosen as the place from which to 
launch this epoch-making document.

Corn Law* Enacted in Britain, 1815. 

What were known as the corn laws 
in Great Britain, were enacted in 
1815. Persons who advocated these 
and similar measures as a protection 
to native industry, and those who. 
wewin« them as simply laying a tax 
on the consumer for the benetit of the 
producer, were in constant dispute. 
In IS. - ?!) an Anti-Corn Law league was 
formed to enforce the views of the ad- 
vocates of free trade. In 1846 the 
failure of tlie potato crop in Ireland 
and of the harvest in England brought 
about a repeal of the corn laws. The 
laws absolutely closed the ports 
against the Importation of foreigh 
grain. A groat deal of public disturb- 
ance, marked by riots. Incendiarism 
aid murders, attended the passing of 
the measures.

Bird Eats Only Oily Se«d». 
The remarkable oil-bird was discov- 
ered by the celebrated Humboldt a 
little over a century ago in a cave In 
Venezuela, but lias since been found 
Inhabiting caverns in Guinea, Colom- 
bia and Trinidad, as well as Ecuador 
and Peru. It is a bird of nocturnal 
habits, and its fund, so far as known, 
consists entirely of oily seeds. The 
young bird* soon become a perfect 
mass of fat, and are then secured in 
great numbers by the native Indians, 
who melt out the oil and run it into 
earthen pots, and retain it for fur- 
ther consumption as a substitute for 
butter. The oil is said to be colorless 
and odorless, and way be kept for a 
year or more without becoming ran- 
cid. The delicate young birds are also 
esteemed as food by some, but their 
rattier strong cockroach-like oder is ob- 
jectionable to most palate*.

MAGNIFICENT PAGEANT 



Over 2000 Saw Presentation of Holy 
Grail in Fells 



An audience of over 2000 persons, 
seated in- a beautiful amphitheatre in 
the Middlesex F'el 1.-. witnessed the 
presentation of the pageant of the 
Holy Grail on Saturday evening, the 

pageant being universally considered 
one of the finest, if not the best of 
its kind, to "«be shown in this section. 
A perfect evening favored the artists 
and producers, the still, cool air tend- 
ing to the audibility and the charm 
of the setting, just the necessary 
touch. 

The pageant was Staged on the 
road leading to the middle dam, a 
short distance in the Fells from the 
Border road at the head of the Park- 
way, the open field formerly known as 
"Greeley's Pasture," with 'its sharply 
rising slope, making an ideal am pi- 
theatre flanked at the back of the 
stage by the rising heights of deep 
foliage. This getting also gave ex- 
ceptional opportunity for the entrance 
and exit of the characters, who ap- 
peared and vanished in the deep 
Woods, or marched either way along 
the road which ran across the front of 
the stage. 

The pageant opened at 0 o'clock, 
just as the dusky evening shades were 
changing into night, and the powerful 
battery of five big searchlights trans- 
formed the scene into wonderland as 
the shades changed deep yellow, rose 
and red. Under this skillfully han- 
dled light the deep woods took on the 
natural appearance of some great 
medieval setting and the effects were 
wonderful. The vast audience, seated 

011 the rounding curve of the hillside, 
was charmed and thrilled. 

The pageant opened at 'J o'clock and 
continued until after H, The audi- 
ence commenced to arrive even before 
8 o'clock, autos being allowed to con- 
vey passengers to the entrance of the 
Fells road and then turn through Myr- 
tle terrace and park on Highland ave- 
nue and adjacent .streets. It was es- 
timated that over 1000 cars were so 
parked, Highland avenue from Eaton 
to Mason street being lined on one 
side by cars set at an angle, the. large 
yard at the Highland School being 
filled, and Stevens street, the lower 
Parkway and Myrtle terrace being 
filled. 

The Winchester police department 
had every officer on duty, two officers 
being stationed at many important 
points and officers at intersecting 
streets as far away as Washington 
and Main streets. Added to this force 
•was a big squad of Metropolitan offi- 
cers, who handled traffic on Border 
road and the Parkway, as well as po- 
licing the grounds and vicinity of the 
pngeunt itself. It species well for the 
handling of the crowd that not an ac- 
cident occurred and not a theft was 
reported. 

Fourteen hundred seats were pro- 
vided by wooden bleachers placed di- 
rectly on the ground on the hillside 
and ample room was left foi those who 
provided their own seats or sat on 
blankets or cushions placed on the 
grass. The work of exterminating the 
mosquitoes, under way for a week or 
more before the evening, proved high- 
ly successful, and thousands of joss 
sticks distributed among the audience 
completed the route of these pests so 
that the;"- presence was an exception. 

The story of the Holy Grail centers 
about throe characters. The role of 
King Arthur, the statesman and 
broad-minded, practical man of af- 
fairs, was taken by E. G. DeCoriolis. 
Percivale, the ambitious but short- 
sighted knight, who longs to accomp- 
lish great things, but who has no vis- 
ion to guide him, was played by Vin- 
cent Clarke.. Galahad, who sees the 
bright, luminous goal before him and 
travels the direct path to gain it, was 
enacted by Hamilton Gifford. 

The final act of the play was laid in 
King Arthur's castle, the hall of the 
Round Table. Here, Galahad first sees 
the Holy Grail and takes a vow to fol- 
low it, and all the other knights who 
have not the vision vow to follow for 

12 months in search of it. 

The second act was in a street of 
Camelot, where King Arthur bids 
farewell to his knights and watches 
them as they ride to the quest

Th< Rev. Joseph Hav< n Cowles Rich- 
ards, former president of Georgetown 
University, and known as one of the 
most notable Jesuits in North America 
died late Saturday at Holy Cross Col- 
lege following a shock.

He was president 
of Georgetown from 1888 to 1898, was 
in religious work in California and in 
the .Jesuit novitiates at Frederick, 
Md., and St, Andrew-on-the-Hudson 
until li".**'.; was attached to Boston 
College and the Church of the Immac- 
ulate Conception in Boston for three 
years and was at St. Ignatius Church 
in New York C ity for three and one- 
half years. He was vice president of 
Canisius College in Buffalo from liU', 
to 1915, served as rector of Loyola 
school and the Church of St. Ignatius 
Loyola, New- York, since 1915. 

His latest appointment was to the 
newly established home of Jesuits in 
Weston, where he was teaching when 
seized with the illness which caused 
his death. He went to Holy Cross 
about a month ago for a rest. 

Father Richards was well known in 
Winchester where his people ha»e 
made their home for 35 years. Miss 
Mary Richards of Black Horse Terrace 
is the only living member of the fami- 
ly. He was a brother of the late Wil- 
liam D. Richards.

One More Game to Play to Take 
Championship 

It was with considerable satisfac- 
tion to Winchester that, the local High 
School baseball team defeated Wake- 
field High at that place Tuesday af- 
ternoon. This in view of what many 
considered getting the little end of 
the horn in the previous match with 
Wakeneld a fortnight before on Man- 
chester Field. The score was 8 to >i 
the runs being tallied in a very ex- 
citing and rather loosely played game. 

In the first match, Winchester 
proved to many that it had the abil - 
ty to lead the Wakefield nine It ap- 
peared certain that it could have won 
that match except for an unfortunate 
decision on the part of the umpin 
and altogether the match was very 
unsatisfactory from a local view- 
point and probably not particularly 
gratifying to Wakefield. 

On Tuesday, Winchester won i-, 
gam.- without any question of ability. 
It there was any favorable incident, 
tending to advance either of tie 
teams. Wakefield appeared to obtain 
its full allotment, and Winchester 
won its game and held it without any 
assistance outside its own superiority. 

Both teams played loose ball at 
times, but excitement was at such a 
pitch that any misplay appeared high- 
ly magnified, and undoubtedly some 
tine baseball was exhibited on both 
sides. The local boys started out 
Irom the gong, taking two tallies dur- 
ing the first inning on well-placed hit-. 
Wakefield came up strong in the- B«|C- 
ond and made three runs on Win- 
chester's wild throws and not a little 
bungling. These runs were started on 
a hi: into a group of trees in right 
field. According to the ground rules 
a hit into these trees was good for 
two bases if the ball touched a tree. 
Kelly did his best to capture a fly 
which went into the foliage, but it 
struck a limb and bounced far to one 
side. H ' threw it into the field after 
recovering it. and as it did not reach 
a player, the runner took the oppor- 
tunity to go in, 

According to our ground rules on 
Manchester Field, a ball going out of 
bounds or coming under our rule, 
gives one base, and the runner may 
not advance until the ball is in play 
again. Apparently the Winchester 
boy., thought the sanu ruling applied 
at Wakefield, "tor Kelly could have 
easily thrown the ball to a player. 
The umpiring appeared open for some 
criticism (which was freely given), 
and Winchester certainly received no 
favors. 

Wakefield led, 6 to 2, up to the fifth 
inning, when Winchester, aided by 
Harrold's ami Fitzgerald's batting 
ability, tallied two runs. Things still 
looked dubious up to the seventh. 
Three pretty singles placed as many 
men on base with none out in this 
inning, the fumble of a hit by Wake- 
field's shortstop placing the men 
where they belonged.

In fact on two occasions Winchester 
saved Wakefield from tallying by 
catching the runner at the plate, and 
its most disastrous bungla was made 
on a throw to home which Melley 
never saw until too late to catch or 
even stop, thus allowing Wakefield 
two runs. 

Wakefield appears to have a little 
the best of the game at the bat, Win- 
chester failing to show up as strong.

FLAG DAY OBSERVANCE 



WORLD'S BIGGEST HUN' 
ABANDONED 



is a story of gradual growth rather 
than of sudden creation. The first 
presentation of this latter was in 
1774, when Captain Markoe of the 
Philadelphia Light House used a flag 
with a canton of 13 stripes. Soon 
after, in the latter part of 1775, Dr. 
Franklin, Mr. Lynch and Mr. Harri- 
son were appointed to consider the 
subject of a national flag. As a re- 
sult, they produced one which re- 
sembled those of the East India Com- 
pany and of the Sandwich Isles. As 
we were yet under the rule of Eng- 
land, the Matter's colors were repre- 
sented by the Union Jack, and our 
colonies were included by the 13 al- 
ternately red and white stripes. The 
flag was hoisted for the first time on 
January 2, 1770, over the camp at 
Cambridge. 

Then, when independence had been 
secured, the British Jack was im- j 
mediately dropped out. It was re- 
placed by the white stars on the blue! 
Held. These latter were supposed to . 
have be?n suggestive of the "chef" j 
of the Washington Arms at Brington j 
in Northamptonshire, but this is un- 
certain. Accordingly, on June 14,1 
1777. Congress adopted this as the j 
basis f. r our now existing national 
flag, 

The flag, in the form described 
'. ab ive, was adopted by Congress on 
April 4. 1918. Its story from th«n to 
the present day is one of great fasci- 
nation and importance. There were 
many weary years before the flag 
was r?ally recognized as representing 
•' e Ideals of a national government 
supremacy. This recognition was 
eventually brought about at the close 
of the great war between the North 
and the South, when the country once 
more unit»d under the same flag. It

Our Flag

There are two points of informa- 
tif»n concerning our national flair 
which every true Americ an outfht to I 
know.

The history of our present emblem 

Accompanied by General Washinsr- 
ti r. a committee from Congress in 
June, 177'!. called on Mrs. John Ross 
of -Philadelphia, and thereupon en- 
iiaged her t > make a model flair from 
a rough drawing which Washington 
had outlined in pencil. This was the 
first really official United States' flae; 
of the present design which was ever 
used land or sea.

Motor Supplants Elephant 

In later years the elephant was a 
commercial asset, especially in teak 
lumgering, but the motor has sup- 
planted the animal, and rice fields 
are spread over the marshes where 
elephants were driven many miles to 
the royal stockade, . The principal 
factor in the abolition of the spring 
"drive" may have been the enormous 
damages the state treasury had to 
pay rice growers for trampling their 
crop. 

Weeks ahead of the King's arrival 
at temple-dotted Ayuthia a small army 
of "beaters" would spread out for 
scores of miles above the deserted 
city and begin their slow task of 
driving the elephants into one great 
herd. 

By the time the animals have been 
herded at the banks of the Me Nan- 
River the King has come up that 
river in a barge and occupies a royal 
"box" in a grandstand built back of 
the north wall of the stockade. 

All the Siamese who can come are 
there. They tax the railroad trains, 
crowd the river with their craft, and 
even at that the greater number walk- 
along the dusty roads. 

The CKmax of the "Drive" 

The most spectacular feature of 
the entertainment, is driving the slow 
moving beasts across the river to the 
kraal. They splash and roll in the 
stream, spout water and stoop it with 
their swining trunks, and trumpet in 
a guttural chorus like no other com- 
motion that ever assailed the ear of 
man. 

In command here are the tame ele- 
phants, who lead the way and bring 
up the rear, and innocently amble 
into the kraal for their unwitting 
companions to follow. 

Once inside the trap the work of 
picking the "thoroughbreds" of the 
jostling, ear-flapping, panicky, gela- 
tinous mass of animal flesh begins. 
A Siamese picks an elephant on 
"p< ints" as a Kentuckian would a 
horse. His skin must be unbroken, 
not fungus-grown, and light in color, 
Black toenails are desirable and these 
should be intact. Many are rejected 
because their tails have been torn 
off' in some jungle fight. The gait 
must be steady anil even. 

The elephants chosen are fastened 
to stakes, which makes many of 
them frenzied, and occasionally one 
breaks loose and attacks his fellows. 
Such battles are fervently hoped for 
by the spectators. 

After the connoisseurs have picked 
a few hundred of the best animals 
the many more hundreds are set free 
and left to find their old haunts again.

GOING TO EXCAVATE AT AMER- 
CAN LUXOR 



-Veil M. Ju, id, director of th:> Pueblo 
Bonito Expedition of the National 
Georgraphic Society, left Washington 
recently to resume exploration of the 
most important prehistoric ruin in the 
United States at Chaco Canyon, New 
Mexico. 

By May 15 Indians will be swarm- 
ing over the walls of the ancient vil- 
lage, teams will drag wagon loads of 
earth and stone away, and steel dump 
cars will scurry back and forth over 
a minature railroad. Almost over 
night a canyon which has been desert- 
ed since years before Columbus came 
will bec-me a beehive of industry. 

Pueblo Bonito was an aboriginal 
apartment house of .900 rooms, four 
stories high, encircled by a single out- 
er wall. 

Viewed from the towering north 
cliff the ancient village is semi-cir- 
cular, with the greater portion of its 
dwellings, or suites, grouped along the 
curved side. 

A long row of one-story houses con- 
nects the extreme wings of the semi- 
circle. From the middle of the 
straight row a cluster of ceremonial 
chambers extended to meet the curved 
section, thus dividing the village, and 
providing for each half an open court. 
In these courts dances and religious 
ceremonies were performed. 

Some ancient walls still stand more 
than 30 feet high. Its 400 ground- 
floor rooms occupy an area almost 
equal to that of the U. S. Capitol. 

Rooms of Pueblo are grouped in 
suites as in modern apartment nouses. 
If they were all occupied at the same 
time the resident population of this 
aboriginal family hotel was between 
1500 and 2000 persons. 

The National Geographic Society 
has geen exploring Pueblo Bonito for 
three years but many puzzling prob- 
lems remain to be solved. 

Where was the water supply for 
this prosperous community? What 
forests furnished the hundreds of 
beams used in this colossal village 
standing now 40 miles from any tim- 
ber of comparable size? Extensive 
fields in which our earliest farmers 
grew com, beans, squash and other 
food plants now are buried. 

Mr. Judd is a widely known Ameri- 
can anthropologist and within the 
past ten years has organized and di- 
rected twelve archeological expedi- 
tions.

Lieut. Albert A. Scott, who Is to 
speak at the Unitarian Church, Win- 
chester, on Sunday morning, June 
17, left Harvard University in 1917 
to go to France with one of the first 
divisions that sailed. He returned to 
New York two years later, but en- 
listed immediately for service with 
the Near East Relief in Asia Minor.

Commissioner R. A. Haynes says 
that prohibition is worth all its costs 
and more, as shown by the following 
figures. The public health has 
increased that the United States Cen- 
sus Bureau report on the increased 
expectancy of human life for males 
showed an increase from 50.23 years 
in 1910 to 53.98 in 1920 and from 53.62 
to !3<;.33 for females. Kansas, a pi- 
oneer "dry" state, still hold the rec- 
ord of 59.73 for white males and 60.8U 
for white females. 

The death rate of the entire coun- 
try, which began its drop with the 
coming of prohibition, has reached 
what the Census Bureau terms the 
lowest point ever recorded. The aver- 
age number of deaths from alcoholism 
in 14 great American cities is one- 
sixth of what it was. In 90 Ohio cities 
arrests for drunkenness are half what 
they used to be, the number of Ohio- 
ans sent to workhouses was 10,000 
less than in the year of the open sa- 
loons, and the number of orphans sent 
to institutions has decreased 20 per 
cent. 

First Navigating Instrument 

To the Greek, Anaxlmander of Mile- 
tus, is attributed the invention of the 
first navigating Instrument. The fol- 
lowing account Is given: "Mariners 
had observed that the farther north 
they went the higher the polar star 
rose In the heavens, and Anaxlmaudtr 
Is reported to have invented an ar- 
rangement of two sticks hinged to- 
gether, so that when one was held 
horizontally and the other pointed to 
the pole star the angle they mad* 
would indicate how far north the ob- 
server \V;lS."

Editor of the Star: 

The School Committee announce 
with regret the resignations of three 
men teachers: Mr. Hall, teacher of 
History at the High School! Mr. Bond, 
teacher and athletic coach at the High 
School, ami Mr. Higbie, director of 
physical training. 

The loss of these gentlemen will be 
' .•only felt The question of salary 
is th<» cpntrolling factor in their de- 
parture. Two have already accepted 
positions carrying a salary schedule 
which we could not meet. 

If the Committee had had the money 
and if we had felt at liberty to follow 
our inclinations, we should have paid 
whatever was necessary to keep in 
Winchester these valued teachers. 

Unfortunately, we had grave doubts 
about our financial ability to make 
substanial increases in salary, and we 
further thought that it would not be 
proper for us at this time to increase 
salaries largely above the maximum 
now being paid. 

The Committee in presenting its 
budget at the last unnual town meet- 
ing aaked for $1000 for salary in- 
creases. The town decided that $I?00 
was suffieent for that purpose. The 
Committee construed that vote as a 
mandate from the town against any 
general increase in salaries. 

However, it was soon made mani- 
fest, to us that in order to hold our 
teachers, more than $,'!()() would have 
to be devoted to salary increases. Ac- 
cordingly, we decided to dispense with 
the wrting teacher after this school 
year, thus saving about $250, and to 
make no appointment of a teacher of 
gardening, thus saving $1500, which 
savings, with the $300 voted by the 
town, we hoped would be more than 
sufficent if devoted to necessary in- 
creases in salaries. 

Certain increases of salaries have 
been granted to grade school teachers, 
but not in excess of $100 a teacher, 
and no such teacher has been raised 
beyond our maximum of $1500 for 
teachers below the 7th grade. 

Several increases of $io0 each have 
been made in the High School. One 
teacher in the school who was receiv- 
ing $14(>0 was raised to $1600, in order 
to retain her in Winchester. 

Mr. Farnham's salary was advanced 
$250, Mr. Pinkham's $100, and Miss 
Pratt, who has supervision of all the 
grade school teachers below the 7th 
grade, and who fills with rare ability 
an exceedingly important position in 
our school system, was granted $200 
increase. 

With respect to the three men teach- 
ers who have resigned, the Committee, 
though most anxious to keep them, 
felt that if increases were voted suffi- 
cient to retain them, we should inevi- 
tably be faced with the necessity of 
revising the whole salary schedule 
and of establishing higher maximum 
saleries for the entire teaching force. 
We do not believe that we should now 
embark of our own motion upon a 
program which will inevitably bring 
about a new and higher salary sched- 
ule. 

We believe that our present salary 
schedule is inadequate, as is indicated 
by these three resignations: we are 
by no means sure that other teachers 
whom we value will be with us next 
September, for although only three 
teachers have actually resigned, we 
have been made aware that others 
are disappointed at not receiving in- 
creases well merited by the character 
of their services. 

We are convinced that there will 
have to be greater liberality if we ex- 
pect either to attract or to keep with 
us teachers of exceptional ability. 

We make this statement so that the 
Town may know the exact situation. 
The question of increasing the maxi- 
mum salary schedule of our teachers 
will have to be considered at the an- 
nual town meeting. Until the Town 
decides that question, the School Com- 
mittee cannot take the initiative and 
make such a general revision as now 
seems necessary if we are to meet the 
higher standards of other places.

In 
a few weeks he had learned the knack 
of controlling his throws and pitched 
steady baseball during the entire sea- 
son. 

McKeering at short played even bet- 
ter than he did last year. His errors 
were few and his steadiness was de- 
pendable in every game. At the bat 
he was sure of hitting it at least half 
the time. Wiggy is in his second year 
at school and there is little doubt that 
he will make a real star in the near 
future. 

Captain Glen Kendrick was certainly 
the best man on the team for that job. 
He played short and thin! and was 
used once or twice in the box where he 
showed up equally well. As in foot- 
ball and basketball he was no out- 
standing star but of the type that 
make up the strength of any aggrega- 
tion that he played with. Glen's finest 
quality is that he always thinks before 
he acts in any play or sport. 

Jimmy Fitzgerald held down first 
with but eight errors all season. 
Everyone who sees him play wonders 
how he manages to hang on to the ball 
so peculiar in his style of catching, 
but once it is within his reach he is 
sure to keep his hold on it. At the 
bat he was a terror. Singles are un- 
common with Fittzy. He goes in 
strong for two and three baggers and 
gets them. Batting clean-up man on 
the order he seldom failed to come 
through with a hit at a needed time. 

Francis Me'.ly who acted on the re- 
ceiving end of the battery was prob- 
ably the most conscientious man on 
the team. He played for the team 
always. The other boys also did this 
but it could be noticed very easily in 
Melly. He made few errors and 
worked every minute of the game, 
never seeming to feel that a game was 
won until the last inning had been 
played. 

Clarence O'Donnell on second was 
playing his first year of baseball. 
O'Donnell was another of the boys 
that Coach Bond brought out this 
year. "Lead" played football and 
basketball and finished the season in 
fine style by playing a good game of 
balk. At the bat he was somewhat 
variable but when he connected it 
surely did soar. 

The outfield was Coach Bond's 
achievement of the season. This de- 
partment was the one that caused the 
most scepticism early in the year. 
There were no experienced men to 
place in the outfield positions and it 
was up to the coach to develop them. 
The first four or five games the boys 
looked quite unsteady but as the sea- 
son progressed they improved until 
at the conclusion of the schedule they 
looked as good as the best in the 
league.

Wins Final I.ame from Arlington and 
Takes Mystic Valiey Title 



Winchester High, after staging a 
fine game against Wakefield, its tie- 
ing competitor, last week, came back 
strong again on Friday and defeated 
Arlington in a postponed and final 
match of the schedule 'J to 4.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 



Important Matters Calling For Much 
Money tm be l)ec:ded 



The wedding of Miss Frances A. 
F.lder and the Rev. Howard T. Chidley, 
which takes place next Tuesday noon 
at the Eider estate on Myopia Hill, 
will be very quiet. Only relative^ have 
been invited to the ceremony, which 
is to be performed by the Rev. S. Win- 
chester Adriance at 12 (.'clock. The 
couple plan to spend a m \ in Call* 
fornia and then make a ten-day trip 
to Alaska, returning by way > f the 
Canadian Rockies and Great Lakes, 
reaching Winchester the latter part 
of September. 



Important matters calling for the 
expenditure of about $40,150 will come 
up at the special town meeting to be 
held on Monday evening, and it be- 
hooves every citizen to attend and take 
part in the session. Although the 
Finance Committee has passed upon 
the articles and announced its deci- 
sion, it appears very probable that 
there will t>e considerable opposition 
on the part of those who advocate 
some of the measures advanced. 

In the request for the appropria- 
tion for Highways, me Finance Com- 
mittee will recommend the appropria- 
tion of about $9000, alioting this sum 
for surface treatment on various 
streets, including work on Highland 
avenue, Kenwin road, Wilson street, 
Fairmount street and other way-. 
I he committee will recommend rais- 
ing $14()(i for surface drainage on Cot- 
tage avenue also. 

The committee will refuse the re- 
quest for $700 for sewer construction 
in the Mystic Valley Parkway exten- 
sion from above Mt. Vernon street to 
orjd the fish hatchery and will also 
turn down the request for $,'1500 for 
the lower end of Krooks street. This 
st ction is said to have but one house 
on .t and will necessitate going 
down 10 feet. 

On High street, the advocates of 
Spending $10,000 tor sewer construc- 
tion, will also be turned down by the 
committee. Above the Sanborn estate 
there are four houses, with one un- 
d* r construction on the opposite side 
of the street. It appears that this 
hiil is of a ledge formation covered 
With six or eight feet of clay. Cess- 
pools will not drain and the surface 
drainage overflows them. To relieve 
this condition and construct a sewer 
will necessitate blasting through ledge 
and also the laying of water pipe in 
the same trench, together with an ex- 
I '•••<•• Jre :•: about $1600 for surface 
uiainage. To enttr tn.s suvvr would 
c. st the property owners from $500 
to $10(U) each. As the development in 
this section appears to be slow, and 
considering the expense involved, the 
committee Will not recommend the big 
expenditure, ; though there is good 
prospect that z-.-idents of the section 
Wll] fight the decision. 

Under Workmen's Compensation 
the sum of $2500 will be asked for in 
the case of Eugene H. Flaherty, who 
died last January. It was claimed 
that the death was due to results from 
an infection received from injury at 
the town stable, and the sum to be 
asked for is that agreed upon by the 
Compensation Industrial Accident 
Board. 

Water construction will be approved 
to the extent of about $4600. $350 
will be recommended for water on 
Lawrence street, $600 for Brooks 
street and $700 for Orient street. The 
request for $1000 for Mason street ex- 
tension, which has a small service, 
will not be supported. 

On Arlington street, from Swan 
road to McCall road, there is an 8 
inch pipe, but from the latter point 
to Cambridge street there is a 3 inch 
galvanized iron pipe, badly corroded. 
A hydrant near the Country Club has 
absolutely no pressure, it is stated, 
and the sum of $3000 will be asked 
for with the Committee's approval to 
replace this pipe. If this is done our 
Service will be connected with that of 
the Town of Arlington. 

Because of increase in wages, it be- 
ing desired to increase the force of 
five men to ten. the Water Board is 
asking for $1150. After investiga- 
ting the situation, the Finance Com- 
mittee will recommend the appropria- 
tion of $600. 

The Wildwood Cemetery matter is 
important. Two years ago a Contrac- 
tor purchased a lot of land adjoining 
the Cemetery and erected^ a building 
for making concrete blocks. This 
year he erected a dwelling upon the 
land and he now proposes to erect 
from 20 to 30 houses for Italian resi- 
dents. 

It is proposed to buy two parcels 
of 4 acres each and one of 6 acres at 
a price of $22,0«0, the money to be 
raised by a bond issue. This purchase 
would take land reaching to the crest 
of the hill to the west of the cemetery, 
thus giving a clean woodland to the 
view on this side. 

The Finance Committee will recom- 
mend the purchase as they feel that 
the price is very reasonable. I^and 
held by Mr. C. A. Gleason may be 
obtained at $500 an acre, although 
taxed at $!»0O. and furthermore Mr. 
Gleason is willing to give to the Town 
var-ous irregular parcels to straighten 
oat boundary lines. His land is but 
i; > ::•.!.' portion of the taking, however. 



CLASS OF 73' HOLDS 50TH 
AN NIVERS ARY 

The 50th anniversary of the class 
of 1873, Dartmouth College, has more 
than a passing interest for Winches- 
ter people, because not a few gradu- 
ates of the college "are residents of 
our town. Two members of the class 
belong to Winchester, as will be seen 
in the appended list. Fifty years 
have thined the ranks of the class 
very greatly, yet, despite that fact, 
23 were present, all but four of whom 
were graduate members of the class. 
I Four left college before the four years 
I were finished, but have always been 
' enthusiastic in their devotion to both 
' college and class. Of those present, 
Mr. A. S. Hall and Rev. S. W. Adri- 
] ance are residents of Winchester, and 
i another, Mr. J. H. Willoughby. was 
! until recently a resident of our town, 
i Mr. A. S. Hall is class president, and 
! Rev. S. W. Adriance has been trie 
; class secretary for 49 years. In ad- 
: dition to the men, 14 ladies wore 
present, all of whom took a hearty 
] interest in the proceedings. Some of 
the men had not visited the college 
' during the 50 years since graduation, 
arid the marvellous growth in size of 
the classes, the new buildings erected. 
n< v streets and avenues laid out. as- 
tonished thera greatly. The class of 
'. 1873 entered college just as it was 
-"lebrp tint: the first hundred years or 
its existence, and it was the lar^'»> - 
j ciass tnat had ever entered college 
| up to that time, 154 in all belonging 
i to it. As in every coilege, lack of 
funds or failure in health c< m pellet! 
many to leave before, the full four 
years were completed, so that only 82 
received the degree of Bachelor of 
Art* or Bachelor of Science at the 
commencement o>f 1873. Seven more 
were later granted a degree, bringing 
the number to 80. Of these only 32 
remain. The Boston Transcript of 
recent date published an illustrated 
article on the history of the class, 
i having requested one of its members. 
I Rev. Francis E. Clark, D.D.. LLD., to 
] prepare it for them. One of the pleas- 
: antest incidents of the reunion was 
; the gathering under the fine old trees 
J on Sunday afternoon, of the men of 
the class and the ladies and other 
1 guests accompanying them. At this 
\ time letters were read from many at»- 
! sent members and from surviving 
j members of the families of the 'de- 
• ceased classmates — wife or daughter 
— to whom the class secretary had 
sent, a snecial letter before the re- 
union. The class banquet was held on 
Monday evening. June IS. and after 
the banquet. Alfred S. Hall called up- 
on the men to tell of their experi- 
ences. In this heart to heart talk the 
hours went swiftly by, until with 
great regret all rose and sang "Auld 
Lar.t' Syne." and so the memorable 
reunion passed. The secretary, as has 
been 'the custom with the ciass. while 
all stood to do honor, read the names 
of those who had died since the last 
reunion, 'i he next day was com- 
mencement day. witnessing the grad- 
I uation of the largest ciass that has 
ever left the old college.

Cloud Bank h.mi a Continent. 

A singular atmospheric phenomenon 
recently noted along the western coast 
of South America is a hank or hand 
of cloud extending for two thousand 
miles, from Ecuador to the center of 
Chile, and following the trend of the 
coast range of hills. The cloud band 
is between ten and twenty miles broad, 
floats at an elevation of between two 
thousand and three thousand feet and 
has a vertical thickness of not less 
than one thousand feet. This curious 
phenomenon is ascribed to the preva- 
lence of cool southerly and southwest- 
erly winds blowing obliquely along- 
shore, and having their moisture con- 
densed by the coast hill range just suf- 
ficiently to pcioduce clouds without 
rain.

The sk.ry of the suffering in Arme- 
nia as tlld by Mr. Haratuiii' Tashjian 
of HarpAot, Turkey, last Sunday morn- 
ing at the Second Congregational 
church A was a very impressive ap- 
peal. l\ seems cruel that the Christ- 
ian civilization of tin- Armenians 
.should suffer an at the hands of the 
merciless and heathen t Turks. Con- 
tributions from the Near East Relief 
Fund Have helped to mitigate the suf- 
fering ! to some extent and the only 
help f<\r Armenia at present is con- 
tinuftn and generous c mtribution to 
Me Near East Fund. 

Mr. Tashjian wa- one of :h» few 
urvivors of the 1915 massacre at 
Harpoot, Turkey, by the Turks. Be- 
cause of refusal of Armenians to re- 
nounce Christian faith and acknowl- 
edge Mohammed, whole families were 
Wiped out. Mr. Tashj:un in 1915 was 
taken by the Turks, bound together 
with some 800 other Arme;i an men 
in groups of ten, imprisoned in Turk- 
ish prisons, cruelly treated, finally 
marched through streets where they 
could view the massacre of the Ar- 
menian women, and children and t; 
en out to be killed. Some of the 
groups were killed by Turks but the 
group with Mr. T a*h.iian were shot.

Head of British Air Mission Is of 
Opinion That They Positively

The statement, however that they 
do not tnalte good airmen Is disproved 
by the Master of SetnpllI, who dp- 
scribes them as pupils leaving little 
to be desired and the standard 
achieved by pilots throughout the 
naval air force as being very high, 
hi fnct, one report of the Interview 
credits him with the statement that 
It Is higher than In the British naval 
air force.

All this makes a 
very different story from that which 
became common property 8hortly after 
the armistice, and there seems now no 
doubt that hypothesis outran facts. —

The following is reprinted from the 
Transcript, in its article on the reunion 
of the class of '73 at Dartmouth Col- 
lege this year, which celebrated its 
50th anniversary with fitting exer- 
cises: 

"Sam Adriance was stricken with an 
almpgt mortal illness in his early min- 
istry, and has never fully recovered 
his eyesight but has taught us how to 
use adversity to mellow and beautify 
the spirit, and his researches into the 
lives of the rest of us, as class secre- 
tary, have done much to keep us to- 
gether in spirit. 

"Alfred Hall, another successful 
lawyer — how much '73 has contributed 
to the Boston Bar! — is our perpetual 
class president, whom no one could re- 
place from that position, any more 
than from the affections of his class- 
mates. 

"Altogether, 155 men were connect- 
ed with the class of '73. Eighty-five 
graduated, 69 in the classical, 13 in 
the scientific, and three in the short- 
lived agricultural department. Seven 
classical students of '73 afterwards re- 
ceived the degree of A. B. Of the 
graduates only 34 are now living; and 
24 of the non-graduates — 58 in all. 

"To summarize briefly and inade- 
quately: from the class of Dartmouth, 
'73, have come a chief justice of the 
Massachusetts Superior Court, an as- 
sociate justice of the New York Su- 
preme Court, a judge of a lower court, 
a State attorney general, a represen- 
tative in Congress, several State legis- 
lators, a president of three strong col- 
leges, three or four college professors 
and nearly a score of school superin- 
tendents and teachers; fourteen de- 
voted ministers of the Gospel, two 
major generals, an Alfalfa King, 
three editors of note, a dozen or more 
lawyers who rank far above the aver- 
age a surgeon known in his profes- 
sion in all lands, half a dozen other 
successful doctors, three or four bank 
presidents, several men at the head of 
large business concerns, and two or 
three well-known engineers. 

"A class with less than one hundred 
graduates, and fifty more for a short 
time connected with it, that can, after 
fifty years, show such a record, need 
not be ashamed of itself. I cannot 
even attempt to evaluate the moral 
and spiritual forces which such a class 
has released. 

"These were mostly poor boys, sons 
of farmers and mechanics and traders, 
fortuitously brought together to gain 
a college education in a remote vil- 
lage, in the much-derided mid-Victor- 
ian era. Dartmouth largely made 
them what they were and are.'"

Kenneth Pratt of Winchester won the 
upset race, and Clifford and Court 
gave Medford a hard rub in the tilting, 
Howard and Hunter winning out in 
the finals and placing this event on 
Medford's slate. 

A diversion was created in the res- 
eue race, when Lee Court, attired as a 
lady, fell overboard. He was rescued 
amid much excitement. 

In the evening the canoe illumina- 
tion was won by W. S. Manson, H. E. 
Converse and L M. MacDonald of 
Medford. 

There Were record crowds at the 
races on all three days, fair weather 
favoring the canoeists in their pro- 
gram. 



Assassin Bug. 

The assassin bug Keduvlus person- 
atus which is known as the masked 
bed-bug hunter, does not by any means 
confine its food to that objectionable 
Insect known as the bed-bug but feeds 
freely upon files and other kinds of In- 
sects. It is frequently found in rooms 
which are little used and the mask of 
dust Is worn only while the Insect is 
young, at which time its body in cov- 
ered with a sticky substance to which 
particles of dust adhere. This is the 
Insect which was known some ye.irs 
ago as the "kisslng-bug." When han- 
dled carelessly. It Is capable of Inflict- 
ing a painful bite. It Is said that the 
pain is almost equal to that of the 
bite of poisonous snakes and the swell- 
ing and Irritation which result from it 
will sometimes last for a week. These 
Insects, of course, are able to fly and 
in this way they frequently enter 
houses in search of food. — A. G.

The New Psychology. 

So long as all kinds of wrong con- 
duct, or even wrong belief, wen? held 
to be the expression of an evil will 
subject to no causes outside Itself, 
there wa.s no way of dealing with 
them except by punishment, which 
was usually Itself a mechanical reac- 
tion and blind In Its effects. 

But, as soon as wrong conduct and 
wrong belief were seen to have 
causes that could be discovered, their 
causes were sought, and sometimes, 
found, with the best results. 

The new psychology is based on the 
assumption, constantly confirmed by 
experience, that there are causes for 
all error and evil In the mind ; and Its 
great discovery la that the mind, when 
aware of these causes, will, with the 
whole of Itself, resist and often over- 
come them.— Arthur Clutton-Brock In 
the Atlantic Monthly.

FROM A FRIEND OF RICHARD 
HOVEY 
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To the Editor of the Star: ' 

It was with some surprise that 
friends of the late Richard Hovey 
read the account in your paper, of 
the "pageant" given by the Inter- 
church Union last week, or the week 
previous under the title of "The Holy 
Grail." A great many mistakes may 
be laid to the lack of information of 
reporters, but since almost the en- 
tire program of this production was 
printed in your columns without a sin- 
gle word of the author whose brilliant 
play was the source of its scenes, plan, 
lyrics and characters with their dia- 
logue, it would seem there was re- 
missness in those in charge of the 
production quite as much as in the 
reportorial department. 

Sometime ago, one paper had a 
short announcement of this pageant 
and said of it that, "it had been 
adapted from Tennyson's poems by 
Ruth Elder and Richard Hovey, for 
pageant use." In the first place, Mr. 
Hovey died some 20 years ago. In 
the second place, his bnjlliant series 
of Arthurian plays were not in any 
sense "based upon Tennyson's poems" 
but upon his own study of the Arthur- 
ian legendry in its original sources. 
Moreover, this series of plays, those 
of them completed at his death, had 
a dramatic power and emotional ener- 
gy, together with a varied and subtle 
lyrical technic, with which nothing in 
Tennyson's "Idyls of the King" can 
in the least compare. 

It is difficult to believe that the 
producer of this recent perofrmance 
in your city would have had a pro- 
gram published without fitting credit 
paid to the sources from which she 
may have "adapted" her scenes. When 
a manager produces a play, no mat- 
ter how he may cut, or otherwise 
"adapt" it for his theatre, he is as a 
rule, professionally fair enough to 
state who is the author of his pro- 
duction and would fret into trouble 
if he did not. The writer of this let- 
ter would be glad to reeive a program 
or bretto of the recent production 
by the Inter- church Union, in order 
not to condemn without knowledge. 
Hut, nevertheless, it seems not un- 
timely to say a few wordi, of this 
American pott's work since from 
OVery account, long or short of this 
pageant of "The Holy Grail" either 
a very lalse impression was given of 
the facts of its authorship, or else it 
was not mentioned at, all! 

Of course it is permissible to a 
certain extent to "adapt" poems and 
plays from the writings of perhaps 
several authors, for some purpose of 
dramatic production, but in such case, 
the exact sources must be stated, and 
the parts iiuoted properly designated. 
From the program of scenes and 
characters as published in your col- 
umns, it would seem no such thing 
was done, and such a proceeding is 
direct infringement of copyright, if it 
were not as well a very presumptuous 
and dishonorable thing to do from 
every professional and artistic view- 
point. 

Anybody who knows American let- 
ters of the last 80 years, knows the 
writing of Richard Hovey and his im- 
mediate group of comrade writers 
and poets: Hliss Carman, Charles G. 
D. Robert*, and others who together 
brought a fresh, new. romantic note, 
to the last decade of the nineteenth 
century. Mr. Hovey was a young 
man when he died, not yet 40, but 
he had begun and got well into his 
series of plays based on the Mabino- 
geon lore. These plays were pub- 
lished by Duffield in New York, and 
by Small, Maynard & Co. in Boston. 
I believe the former publisher now 
has the rights to them, but regret 
that I am not definitely informed on 
this point. The "Galahad" from 
which the pageant in Winchester was 
apparently very largely taken, with- 
out credit to the author, was, I be- 
lieve, the last one worked upon by 
Mr. Hovey, . . . some of it left to 
1)0 collated by his widow and friends 
It. was then published, together with 
another volume of "Fragments." The 
whole set, in several volumes, is well 
known to most readers of our best 
letters, and is to be had. It is there- 
fore astonishing that such an utter 
ignoring of this poet and dramatist 
should have been possible, and escape 
comment! . . . The "entire credit" 
given to others! 

These plays of the Arthurian le- 
gends, were much more than drama- 
tized, or poetized, folk lore. Each 
one Was made to carry as its kernel 
an intense and living human theme. 
Its characters did not belong alo^«> in 
a shadowy, sentimentalized past. They 
were elaborate, however, costly to 
mount, . . . and being highly poetic 
in treatment, were of the order of 
piny* which it is most difficult to find 
ready production for. However, if 
Mr. Hovtey (had [lived, thev would 
doubtless have been produced, for he 
had enorey, conviction of the value 
of what, he had to say, and he had 
as well, manv powerful and wealthy 
professional friends. The plays still 
exist, and more of thpm will. 'doubt- 
less be taken from the shelves and 
produced, hut it is to he hoped that 
When«th ; S is dene, it will be done by 
producers who feef fcheh" debt to a 
poet sufficiently to use his work with 
suitable dues to him. even if for pro- 
d'tction purposes ; t mav in detail be 
changed here and there, as often is 
the cpse of nec»Mitv in the 'heater. 
Mr. Hovev's friends ran iniaeine 
Whal happiness it would have riven 
h m to Have seen his very beautiful

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 



941,751 Appropriated on Monday 
Night at Hot Session 

The usual summer town meeting 
was held this year on Monday even- 
ing, the night being excessively hot. 
There was a good attendance con- 
sidering the season and the heat, and 
had it not been for about four mem- 
bers of the gathering, the business 
would have been transacted quickly 
and promptly. At the opening hour 
the attendance was small, but by 8 
o'clock there was a fair-sized audi- 
ence, this being augmented during 
the evening by continued arrivals. 

The meeting voted favorably upon 
all articles in the warrant which re- 
ceived the sanction of the Finance 
Committee with one exception, that 
being the appropriation for surface 
drainage on Cottage avenue. Just 
why this was cut out could not be de- 
termined, unless the meeting felt that 
the four citizens who spoke against 
all the articles deserved a little salve 
for their efforts in holding the meet- 
ing in session. In all a total of $41,- 
751 was appropriated. 

The opening article called for ap- 
propriations for various town depart- 
ments. $9000 went to Highways and 
Bridges for street surface treatment, 
$1400 was refused for surface drain- 
age on Cottage avenue, $4650 was 
voted for extension of water supply 
and $0(10 for water maintenance. The 
sum of $2500 was voted for Work- 
men's Compensation and $25,001 was 
voted under a bond issue for the pur- 
chase of additional land for Wildwood 
Cemetery. An amendment to the by- 
laws classified the "jitney" under the 
hackney carriage section. 

Upon the presentation of the first 
motion, that for $0000 for highways, 
Mr. L. C. Moody of Wedgemere av- 
enua ammended 'hy increasing the 
sum to $16,500, offering provision for 
the expenditure of the additional 
$7500 on Wedgemere avenue, which 
he said was in a wretched condition. 
He was supported by Mr. I. E. Sex- 
ton. 

Chairman Blaisdell of the Finance 
Committee then outlined his commit- 
tee's attitude toward the special sum- 
mer town meeting. It disapproved of 
this growing custom. In considering 
such a meeting it viewed but two 
points — exceptional emergency and 
the opportunity for an appreciable 
saving In money by the Town through 
such action. He then outlined the ex- 
penditure of the $9000 asked (as giv- 
en in last week's Star), and stated 
that his committee opposed an ap- 
propriation for Wedgemere avenue at 
this time. 

A vote upon the $16,500 was lost 
and a motion by Mr. Tuck to refer to 
the annual town meeting was Inst, 
whereupon the $9000 was voted. 

When the motion for $1400 for sur- 
face drainage on Cottage avenue 
came up, Mr. James Fitzgerald made 
inquiry regarding the matter of sur- 
face drainage on Florence s'reet, ac- 
cepted by the Town last spring and 
held up for that improvement. No 
answer was given and Mr. Laraway 
arose and demanded an explanation. 
He also failed to receive an answer, 
and then opposed the Cottage avenue 
appropriation, as did Mr. Tuck. A 
vote on the motion resulted in its de- 
feat. 

When the sum of $4650 was moved 
for water construction, Mr. Laraway 
again demanded an explanation of 
how it was proposed to spend the 
sum, to which Mr. Sanderson replied, 
citing new houses which needed the 
service. Mr. Blaisdell also supported 
the appropriation for his committee. 
Mr. Tuck opposed. A vote passed the 
motion. 

A motion for $600 for water main- 
tenance was opposed by Mr. Laraway 
and Mr. Tuck, but was approved by 
the meeting. 

At this time Mr. Moody again made 
an effort to introduce an appropria- 
tion for Wedgemere avenue, receiving 
the support of Mr. Laraway. In his 
remarks he stated that a petition 
containing 30 signatures had been 
presented to the Selectmen. He made 
a motion instructing the Selectmen to 
repair the street, no money being in- 
cluded. 

Two speakers objected to the word 
"instruct." it being stated that alto- 
gether too much "instruction" was 
given town boards these days. Mr. 
Moody altered his motion to "request," 
his motion calling for the work of 
repair to begin within 60 days. This 
was voted. 

The important article anplying to 
the purchase of additional land for 
Wildwood Cemetery occupied the 
larger part of the hour and a half 
session. This article was printed in 
detail in last week' Star and the mat- 
ter was presented to the meeting in 
two sections. The first called for the 
purchase by the Town of an irregu- 
lar portion of land for the sum of $1 1 
the second for the purchase of about 
14 acres at a figure of $25,000. 

In general the two motions were 
considered together, although pre- 
sented separately. The «cheme was 
opposed by Messrs. Tuck. Larawav. 
D. W. Kimball and E. S. Lamed. It 
was advocated by Messrs. Blaisdell, 
Pond. Synder and Gleason including 
the Selectmen. Finance Committee 
and Planning Board. 

No convincing arguments were pre- 
sented against the purchase, and its 
purchase was clearly set forth as a 
wise provision. In substance, the pur- 
chase will give additional and desira- 
ble land, as well as carry the ceme- 
tery boundary over the crest of the 
western hill and thereby eliminating 
for all time any unsightly condition 
which may arise from any future de- 
velopment. 

A vote on the first section resulted 
91 in favor to 2 in opposition. The 
vote upon the second section was 86 
yes to 2 noes. 

Upon passing this vote the meeting 
dissolved.

Recalling to mina that old adage 
about a lot of water flowing under the 
bridge, makes one ask what it is which 
fk>ws under our bridge — and through 
the centre of the town as well.

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The Story of 
Our States

XXV. — ARKANSAS 

ARKANSAS 
wns nam- 
ed after the 
river which 
flows diagon- 
ally through 
this slate and 
is one of the 
chief tributaries Of the Missis- 
sippi. It is said that the early 
settlers found in this territory, 
an Indian tribe named Arkansas, 
but the actual meaning of the 
word Ik not known. It probably 
has some relation to the word 
Kansas. There has been much 
confusion as to the correct pro- 
nunciation of Arkansas. To re- 
move this as far as possible a 
resolution was passed by the 
state senate In 1881 which speci- 
fied that the true pronunciation 
was "Ar-kan-saw." 

Originally Arkansas was a 
part of the Louisiana Purchase. 
Its first settlement was made by 
the French about 1685. Except 
for the few years during which 
by secret treaty it was ceded to 
Spain, it remained under French 
rule, until purchased by the Uni- 
ted States in 1803. For nearly 
ten years after this, it was a 
part of Louisiana territory. With 
the admission of the State of 
Louisiana in 1812 this northern 
section was formed into the Mis- 
souri territory. In 1819 there 
was another partition and Ar- 
kansas territory was created, 
which included the present state 
and what later was called lud'an 
territory. 

Due to the reports of an early 
•ocplorer named Pike, who visited 
this region in 1806. the lncor- 
t*ct idea was generally accepted 
that most of the expanse of 
plains east of the Rockies was 
» vast desert. This idea per- 
sisted to such an extent that as 
late as 1850 the western plains 
were called in the school geog- 
raphies "The Great American 
Desert." Adventurous settlers, 
•specially from the South, found 
renditions in Arkansas quite oth- 
erwise, however, and by 1838 
Arkansas was admitted as the 
rwenty-tifth state of the Union 
with an area of 58,335 square 
miles. 

The natural resources of the 
•rtate are considerable. There 
are the mineral springs of me- 
dicinal value, which have been 
placed under governmental con- 
trol at Hot Springs.

Terms Used in England Differ Widely 
From the Expressions Com- 
mon in America. 

Motoring terms used in England are 
in tunny respects so different from 
those used In America that the Ameri- 
can motorist has u certain* amount of 
difficulty in understanding what it is 
all about. 

I A blowout is a "burst." Tire is 
1 spelled "tyre." Those sitting in the 
back gent of the car are the "back 
passengers." The windshield Is the 
"wind screen.'' A fire-passenger car 
is net referred to as a touring car, but 
as a ''five-seater." Truck is lorry, gas- 
oline is petrol. A windshield wiper 
is a "screen cleaner." a tonneau shield 
is a "rear wind screen." 

Riding^qualitles are spoken of as 
the "springing" of the car. Spare 
parts are "car components." Carbu- 
retor is spelled carburetter, A sptire 
tube is called a tuhe, but a spare tire 
Is efUled a ''cover" — a tire cover is 
called a "tyre gaiter." Spark plugs | 
are "sparking plugs"; fenders are re- 
ferred to as "wings." Invariably the 
hood is the bonnet, and the Intake 
manifold is the inlet pipe, 

Hut possibly the most amusing of 
all is the English way of referring to 
the process of cranking a car. The 
crank Is the "handle" und to crank 
the car is to "wind the handle" — not 
by any means a slang expression, but 
the accepted way, in England, of re- 
ferring to tiie primitive method of 
starting an automobile engine.

Swifts That Build Edible NesU. 

On Tawt-Tawl island of the Sulu 
archipelago live colonies of the little 
•Wilts that make the edible birds' 
nests so beloved of the Chinese. These 
birds have some sen of glund« in their 
Jaws that seeret a thick glue which 
they stiek up uguinst the wall as a 
swallow does mud. and the nest, when 
completed, looks like white ginss, but 
is very light. They are sold to the 
traders for their weight 1n Mexican 
silver, and It takes IT rests to balance 
a dollar. They are supposed to be ex- 
tremely nourishing and the broth is In 
demand for Invalids. After the "first 
chop" nests are collected the birds be- 
gin at 0_ce the construction of the sec- 
ond chop, hut these are worth only 
about one half the first chop. When 
these are knocked down the birds re- 
sort to moss with only enough glue to 
hold it together. These are allowed to 
remain and In them they raise their 
broods.
